RICmRD  WAGNER 


Born  in  Leipzig,  I8l3'  Died  in  Venice,  1883 


"I  can  give  you  no  idea,  my  children,  about  this  ^ 

feelings.  I  shall  only  tell  you  quite  barely  X'jhat  happened.  As  awo  , 
my  ear  caught  a  sound  vihich  svielled  fuller  and  fuller;  no  longer  cou 
imagine  myself  dreaming;  music  v?as  sounding,  and  such  music  I  ^ 

away,  Richard  came  into  my  room  with  the  children  and  offered  me  e  score 
of  the  symphonic  birthday  poem.  I  was  in  tears,  but  so  were  all  he  res ^ 
of  the  household. " 

Thus  spoke  Wagner's  wife,  Cosima,  the  daughter  of  Franz  Liszt,  about 
her  Christmas  present  in  1870. 

A  Christmas  gift  must  be  a  surprise,  so  the  concert  was  kept  a  secret. 
Rehearsals  were  held  in  nearby  Zurich.  Wtien  the  day  came,  the  musicians 
gathered  at  the  Wagner  family  home,  tuned  their  instruments  in  the  kitchen, 
and  quietly  mounted  the  stairs.  Wagner  conducted  from  the  upper  hall,  his 
orchestra  ranged  beneath  him,  with  the  cellos  and  basses  downstairs  out  of 
sight. 

In  this,  did  Wagner  honor  both  of  his  new  son,  named  Siegfried,  and 
his  wife  with  the  "Idyll"  based  entirely  upon  themes  from  the  opera  "Siegfried, 
with  the  exception  of  one  folk-song,  "Sleep,  My  Little  One.

The  Prelude  to  Die  Meisterslnger  begins _with  a  deliberate ^limitation, 
in  keeping  with"'the  standard  of  unity,  of  staying  close  the  original  ke^/ 
However,  Wagner's  genius  is  exeraplied,  after  a  few  variations  from  the  orxpnal 
key  by  fitting  together  three  themes  at  once.  Before  the  rousing  close  the 
"Prize  Sont-!",  the  "March"  and  the  "Banner"  themes  are  all  sandwiched  together 
at  once  with  a  little  of  "Love's  Ardor  "  slipped  in. 


Notes  on  the  Program 


OVERTUPE  TO  "DER  FPEISCHUTZ"  CARL  MRIA  VON  WEBER 

Born  Eutin,  Germany,  1786,  Died  London,  1826 

'Weber  composed  the  Overture  to  this,  his  most  successful  opera, 
after  he  had  completed  the  main  work.  The  overture  attempts  to  portray 
the  entire  plot  of  the  opera  by  suggesting  the  mysterious  rea^  of  uhe 
deep  forest  at  the  beginning.  Then  the  horns  and  tramolo  strings  enter 
to  characterize,  in  turn,  the  huntsmen  and  the  evil  spirit,  Samiel. 

The  Allegro  shifts  to  a  minor  key  unfolding  a  description  of  the  uorment 
within  Max,  the  young  hero.  A  cool  clarinet  solo  takes  us  to  the  eerie 
scene  in  the  VJolf's  Elen,  but  soon  the  warm  disposition  and  purity  of 
Agathe  appears  to  counter  balance  the  terror  of  the  earlier  passages.^ 

The  short,  middle  section  brings  back  some  of  the  stormy  material.  Then, 
grimly  the  anguished  first  theme  reappears  to  oncemore  give  way  to 
the  triumphant  theme  of  Agathe,  showing  the  ultimate  victory  over  evil. 

SYMPHONY  NO.  5  IN  B  FUT  FRANZ  SCHUBERT 

Born  near  Vienna,  1797-died  at  Vienna,  1828 

Schubert's  genius  was  never  exploited  as  was  Mozart's.  Although 
he  was  performing  and  composing  at  the  age  of  10,  his  childhood  was  more 
normal  and  entirely  happy. 


In  the  household  of  the  elder  Schuber,  music  was  as  important  a 
function  as  eating  or  sleeping.  The  quartet,  which  played  in  the  home, 
attracted  so  many  listeners  and  performers  interested  in  participating 
that  a  small  orchestra  developed.  It  was  for  this  group  that  Schubert 
was  supposed  to  have  written  this  Symphony  in  B  Flat.  Since  the  typical 
StIS  orchestra  lacked  several  instruments,  Schubert  oblingingly  scored 
his  symphony  for  the  ones  available. 

The  music  is  so  fresh  that  analysis  seems  as  superfluous  as  comments 
on  the  blue  sky  of  Spring.  The  joy  of  creation  is  in  every  P^ge  of  this 
symphony,  and  the  listener  responds  with  unaffected  pleasure 
i^entive  melodies  and  spontaneous  beauty  of  the  music. 

PRELU®  AND  QDADRIPIE  ‘  ALAN  HOVmNESS 

Born  at  Somerville,  Massachusetts -1911 

The  early  music  of  Hovhaness  projected  the  long-lined  Sibelius 
ctyle  onto  American  symphonic  technique  yet  before 

ntvned  the  young  composer  burned  a  thousand  compositions  of  hio  preceding 
Tui-rlng  a  complete  about  face,  in  the  191*0' s  he  began  to  explore 
the  musical  heritage  of  hie  American  background.  Hovhaness'  perspective 
eSandS  beyond  this  folklore  and  a  radically  different  style  began 
paring  forth,  taking  his  compositions  into  the  timeless  realms  of  the 

past. 

The  composer  excels,  also,  in  treatment  of  old  academic  forms.  A 
special  favorite  of  the  composer  is  the  fitting  together  of  several  subjects 
in  a  multiple  fugue.  The  present  work  contains  four  themes,  two  of  which 
are  combined  then  interrupted  by  a  third  idea  in  which  b‘'°  “bes  alternate 
a  fourth  apart.  From  the  time  the  vigorous  repeated-note  fourth  theme 
enters  to  the  end  of  the  ideas  spin  together  in  a  series  of  rushing  passages 

suggestive  of  Sibelius.

OVERTURE  TO  "DER  FREISCHUTZ"  (1820) 

CARL  MARIA  VON  WEBER 

Born  in  Eutin,  Germany  —  1786 
Died  in  London  —  1826 

Wdber  left  the  composition  of  the  Overture  of  his  most  successful 
opera  until  the  very  last.  After  he  had  succeeded  in  reconciling  the 
German  fairj'  tale  text  to  the  surviving  elements  of  the  Italian-dom¬ 
inated  operatic  tradition,  he  thought  it  prudent  to  condense  this  pro¬ 
cess  into  the  orchestral  introduction  so  that  the  audience  might  be 
better  prepared  to  follow  the  twists  and  turns  of  the  narrative  thread. 
The  mysterious  realm  of  the  deep  forest  itself  is  suggested  briefly  at 
the  beginning;  then  the  horns  and  dark  tremolo  strings  enter  to  char¬ 
acterize  in  turn  the  huntsmen  and  the  evil  spirit,  Samiel.  The  Allegro 
shifts  to  c  minor  as  the  soruata-form  exposition  unfolds  with  a  des¬ 
cription  of  the  torment  within  the  heart  and  mind  of  Max,  the  young 
hero.  A  cool  clarinet  solo  takes  us  ahead  to  the  eerie  midnight  scene 
in  the  Wolf’s  Glen  but  the  warm-hearted  tune  which  symbolized  the 
pmity  and  sunny  disposition  of  Agathe  soon  appears  to  counterbal¬ 
ance  some  of  the  terror  of  the  earlier  passages.  The  middle  section 
brings  back  some  of  the  stormy  material  in  the  major  key;  the  respite 
is  all  too  short,  however.  Grimly  the  anguished  first  theme  begins 
once  more  only  to  give  way  to  a  more  than  broad  hint  about  the 
conclusion  of  the  opera.  Agathe’s  theme  returns  in  triumph  as  the 
forces  of  darkness  ultimately  are  vanquished.  — ^By  R.  H.  McMahan 


SYMPHONY  NO.  5  IN  B  FLAT 
FRANZ  SCHUBERT 

Born  near  Vienna,  1797  — 

Died  at  Vienna,  1828  — 

The  two  most  convincing  instances  of  genius  in  the  whole  of 
musical  history,  according  to  an  English  writer,  are  Schubert  and 
Mozart.  Schubert’s  extraordinai’y  gift  was  never  exploited  as  was 
Mozart’s,  and  though  he  was  performing  and  composing  when  he 
was  ten,  his  childhood  was  more  normal  and  entirely  happy.  His 
teachers  were  so  overwhelmed  by  his  genius  that  he  was  never 
subjected,  by  them,  to  regular  routine  instruction,  and  the  inexhaus¬ 
tible  spontaneity  of  his  writing  never  felt  the  curb  of  considered 
criticism. 

In  the  household  of  the  elder  Schubert,  music  was  as  important 
a  function  as  eating  or  sleeping.  When  he  was  thirteen,  Franz  was 
playing  viola  regularly  in  a  string  quartet.  Gradually  the  group  ot 
four  was  enlarged,  listeners  came  to  enjoy  the  music  informally 
made,  and  the  modest  home  was  too  small  to  hold  them  aU.  The

amateurs  sought  larger  quarters  as  tlie  group  was  joined  by  profess¬ 
ionals,  and  they  were  playing  symphonies  by  Haydn  and  Mozai’t. 
It  was  for  this  little  orchestra,  it  is  thought,  that  Schubert  wrote  this 
Symphony  in  B  flat.  He  was  nineteen  at  the  time,  and  had  written 
four  previously.  As  is  often  the  case  with  an  amateur  orchestra,  cer¬ 
tain  instruments  were  lacking,  so  Franz  obligingly  scored  his  sym- 
phO’ny  for  the  ones  available.  No  clarinetist  —  no  clarinet  part!  The 
same  holds  true  for  the  lack  of  trumpets  and  drum.  Recently,  a 
writer  has  tried  to  disprove  this  explanation  of  the  scoring,  pointing 
out  that  trumpet  and  clarinet  were  included  in  other  symphonies.  But 
who  is  to  say  that  those  particular  players  were  still  in  town,  or,  if 
they  were,  that  they  had  not  got  regular  jobs  which  prevented  their 
coming.  It  has  been  known  to  happen. 

The  music  is  so  fresh,  so  utterly  ingratiating,  that  analysis  seems 
superfluous  as  commenits  on  the  blue  sky  of  Spring.  Thi’oughout, 
Schubert’s  felicitous  inventive  faculty  entrances  with  melody.  The 
joy  of  creation  is  in  every  page  of  this  symphony,  and  the  listener 
responds  with  unaffected  pleasure  to  the  spontaneous  beauty  of  the 
music.  —  By  Fanny  Brandeis 


PRELUDE  AND  QUADRUPLE  FUGUE 
ALAN  HOVHANESS 


Born  at  Somerville,  Massachusetts  —  1911 
Now  living  — 

One  of  the  most  noteworthy  distinctions  of  New  England-born 
Alan  Hovhaness  is  his  great  prolificacy;  nearing  his  thirtieth  birthday 
he  is  said  to  have  burned  a  thousand  compositions  of  the  preceding 
years.  Few  composers  have  managed  a  fraction  of  that  total  at  their 
death  and  in  fact  in  the  ever-increasing  complexity  of  contemporary 
scores  facility  itself  is  even  a  bit  suspect.  (Does  not  Berg  base  his 
claim  to  immortality  on  scarcely  a  baker’s  dozen  pieces?)  But  pre¬ 
conceptions  and  objectivity  do  not  mix  well.  The  early  music  of 
Hovhaness  projected  the  long-limed  Sibelius  style  onto  American  sym¬ 
phonic  technique,  yet  before  he  could  be  stereotyped  as  one  of  the 
final  Romantic  survivors  the  prodigious  young  man  turned  a  complete 
about  face.  During  the  1940’s  he  began  to  explore  the  musical  heritage 
of  his  own  Armenian  background.  Concertos  and  symphonies  in  a 
radically  different  style  flowed  from  his  pen,  most  of  which  reflected 
an  Eastern  outlook.  As  the  years  passed,  Hovhaness’  perspective  ex¬ 
panded  beyond  the  limitations  of  Armenian  folk-lore  following  the 
paths  of  western  adventurers  across  the  Asian  continent  taking  the 
music  of  the  present  back  into  the  timeless  realms  of  the  past.  Such 
majestic  works  as  the  Mysterious  Mountain  and  the  Symphony  No.  15

Not  all  of  Hovhaness’  compositions  manifest  the  Oriental  quality 
in  such  an  outward  fashion  although  it  is  hard  to  find  a  major  work 
that  is  not  colored  by  a  serenity  and  unhurried  atmosphere  that  was 
lost  to  the  West  when  the  Arabs  were  supplanted  by  Renaissance 
Italy.  The  composer  excels  in  treatment  of  the  old  academic  forms 
as  well,  a  special  favorite  of  his  being  the  fitting  together  of  several 
subjects  in  a  multiple  fugue.  As  the  title  makes  clear,  the  present 
work  contains  four  of  them.  First  of  all  there  is  a  distant  poignant 
phrase  that  grows  out  of  the  music  of  the  Prelude.  Accompanied  by 
rapid  delicate  figm-es  this  first  subject  soon  gives  way  to  a  second 
one  which  can  be  distinguished  by  the  characteristic  long  note  at  its 
beginning  and  the  upward  leap  that  marks  its  end.  These  two  are  com¬ 
bined,  then  interrupted  by  a  third  idea  in  which  two  notes  alternate  a 
fourth  apart.  Presently  the  simultaneous  presentation  of  these  three 
ideas  is  supplanted  by  yet  another  —  a  vigorous  repeated-note  phrase 
in  the  lowest  strings.  From  here  to  the  end  the  ideas  spin  together 
in  a  series  of  rushing  passages  that  suggest  that  perhaps  the  influence 
of  Sibelius  is  not  so  far  in  the  past  as  we  had  thought.  A  handful  of 
strong  chords  and  the  piece  is  over.  — By  R.  H.  McMahan 


SIEGFRIED  IDYLL 
RICHARD  WAGNER 

Bom  in  Leipzeg,  1813  — 

Died  in  Venice,  1883  — 

On  June  6,  1869,  Richard  Wagner’s  first  son  was  born,  “a  wonder¬ 
fully  beautiful  boy,  whom  I  can  boldly  call  ‘Siegfried’,”  he  wrote  a 
friend.  It  was  as  a  combined  birthday  and  Christmas  present  to 
his  wife,  Cosima,  the  daughter  of  Franz  Liszt,  that  Wagner  wrote  the 
lovely  “Siegfried  Idyll,”  and  it  was  performed  in  her  honor  for 
the  fhst  time  on  the  morning  of  Christmas  Day,  1870. 

A  Christmas  gift  must  be  a  surprise,  so  the  concept  was  kept  a 
secret.  Rehearsals  were  held  in  nearby  Zurich.  When  the  day  came, 
the  musicians  gathered  at  the  Villa  Triebschen,  the  family  home, 
tuned  their  instruments  in  the  kitchen,  and  quietly  mounted  the 
stairs.  Wagner  conducted  from  the  upper  hall,  his  orchestra  ranged 
beneath  him,  with  the  cellos  and  basses  downstairs,  and  quite  out 
of  sight.  At  seven-thirty  the  performance  began.  Cosima  left  this 
account  in  her  diary:  “I  can  give  you  no  idea,  my  children,  about 
this  day,  nor  about  my  feelings.  I  shall  only  tell  you  quite  barely 
what  happened.  As  I  awoke,  my  ear  caught  a  sound  which  swelled 
fuUer  and  fuller;  no  longer  could  I  imagine  myself  dreaming;  music 
was  sounding,  and  such  music!  When  it  died  away,  Richard  came

into  my  room  with  the  children  and  offered  me  the  score  of  the 
symphonic  birthday  poem.  I  was  in  tears,  but  so  were  all  the  rest 
of  the  household!  Richard  had  arranged  his  orchestra  orn  the  stair¬ 
case  and  thus  was  our  Triebschen  consecrated  forever.” 

The  “Idyll”  is  based  entirely  upon  themes  from  the  opera  “Sieg¬ 
fried”,  with  the  exception  of  one  folk  song,  “Schlaf,  mein  Kind” 
(Sleep,  My  Little  One).  The  opening  theme  of  the  work,  and  one 
used  freely  throughout  it,  is  fi'om  the  love  scene  ini  the  last  act  of 
the  opera.  We  heai-,  too,  Siegfried’s  horn  caU,  and  from  flute  and 
clai-inet  the  song  of  the  bird  in  the  forest.  There  is  a  series  of  long 
triUs  and  after  them  another  theme  fi'om  tlie  love  scene.  The  comp¬ 
osition  is  indeed  an  “Idyll,”  full  of  the  gentle  and  tender  emotions 
that  filled  Wagner’s  heart  at  the  thought  of  his  beautiful  son  and 
his  cherished  wife.  — By  Fanny  Brandeis 


PRELUDE  TO  "DIE  MEISTERSINGER" 

RICHARD  WAGNER 

Born  in  Leipzig,  Germany  —  1813 
Died  in  Venice,  Italy  —  1883 

Those  musicians,  professionals  and  amateurs  alike,  who  have 
derived  their  ideas  about  form  from  a  tortuous  course  in  sonata 
analysis  are  apt  to  view  the  process  of  musical  composition  as  a 
rigid  series  of  constraints.  Rachmaninoff  had  this  idea  in  mind  when 
he  asked  an  old  conservatory  chum  to  rush  to  him  a  lesson  on  the 
Rondo  forms  (with  suitable  examples  from  Beethoven)  so  that  the 
First  Piano  Sonata  might  be  given  a  proper  ending.  This  is  ajbout  as 
naive  as  the  conception  representing  the  opposite  extreme:  that  the 
form  of  a  musical  work,  like  Topsy,  “just  growed.”  The  actual  state 
of  affairs  lies  somewhere  in  between,  although  it  can  at  time  be  per¬ 
ilously  olose  to  the  second  alternative. 

When  Wagner  sat  down  to  the  task  of  fashioning  a  Prelude  from 
the  key  motifs  of  his  comic  opera  Die  Meistersinger  von  Nurnberg, 
he  had  no  traditional  form  in  which  to  cast  his  ideas.  The  Italian 
praqtice  of  basing  the  overture  upon  one  of  the  regular  instrumental 
forms  had  been  thrown  to  the  winds.  Both  Verdi  and  Wagner  had 
pioneered  freer  treatments  of  the  orchestral  introduction,  thus  pro¬ 
ducing  marvelous  examples  of  the  pot-pourri  technique  (La  Forza 
Del  Destino)  and  the  symphonic  poem  (Tristan).  To  give  himself  a 
limitation  that  would  promote  musical  unity  and  provide  an  opportun¬ 
ity  for  mixing  together  several  different  motifs,  Wagner  hit  upon 
a  clever  solution  to  the  construction  of  the  Meistersinger  Prelude;  he 
would  modulate  as  little  as  possible  and  deal  with  as  many  of  the 
ideas  as  he  could  in  the  original  key  of  C.  First,  we  hear  the  august

SYNOPSIS  OF  SCENES 

ACT  I  Scene  1:  Boris,  the  ambitious  Regent  of  Russia,  has  caused  the  assas¬ 
sination  of  the  Tsar’s  only  heir,  Dimitri.  The  Tsar  himself  has  now  died,  leav¬ 
ing  Russia  without  a  ruler.  Boris,  pretending  not  to  desire  the  throne,  has 
taken  residence  in  a  monastery  near  Moscow.  At  his  secret  order,  the  police 
have  summoned  the  people  and,  with  threats  and  blows,  force  them  to  beg 
Boris  to  accept  the  crown. 

Scene  2:  The  old  monk,  Pimen,  is  recording  the  recent  history  of  Russia.  He 
reveals  to  Gregory,  a  novice,  the  story  of  Dimitri’s  death.  Upon  learning  that 
the  murdered  youth  was  of  his  own  age,  Gregory  forms  a  daring  plan.  He 
resolves  to  spread  the  report  that  Dimitri  still  lives,  and  by  impersonating  him, 
to  usurp  the  Russian  throne. 

Scene  ?>:  It  is  the  time  of  Boris’  coronation,  and  tlie  people  gather  to  watch 
the  stately  procession  of  noblemen.  When  Boris  emerges  from  the  cathedral 
wearing  the  crown  of  Muscovy,  the  people  joyously  hail  him  as  Tsar. 

Scene  -1;  Gregory  has  escaped  from  the  monastery  and  is  making  his  waj' 
across  the  border  to  Poland,  where  he  hopes  to  raise  an  army.  The  border 
guards  have  been  warned,  and  come  to  an  inn  in  searcli  of  him.  He  cleverly 
deceives  them  and  llees. 


ACT  II  and  ACT  III  Scene  1:  Boris  has  reigned  for  six  years.  In  spite 
of  his  efforts  to  be  a  worthy  Tsar,  famine  grips  the  land  and  unhappiness  stalks 
his  household.  His  daughter  sings  of  her  betrothed,  buried  in  a  foreign  country. 
Boris  consoles  her  and  tenderly  sends  her  to  seek  companionship  among  her 
young  friends.  Alone  with  his  son,  he  thinks  of  the  consequences  of  his  am¬ 
bition,  and  reflects  that  although  he  has  attained  the  supreme  power,  he  has  no 
peace  of  mind.  His  gloomy  thoughts  are  interrupted  by  the  arrival  of  Shuisky, 
who  brings  the  news  that  the  people  have  been  spurred  to  revolt  by  rumors  that 
Dimitri  still  lives,  and  that  the  pretended  Dimitri  is  at  the  Russian  border  with 
troops,  ready  to  enter  the  country.  Boris  sends  Shuisky  to  order  military  pre¬ 
cautions,  and  is  left  alone  with  his  conscience. 

Scene  2:  Marina,  an  ambitious  Polish  noblewoman  who  has  attracted  the  false 
Dimitri,  dreams  of  becoming  Empress  of  Russia.  The  Jesuit,  Rangoni,  warns 
her  that  it  is  her  sacred  duty  to  influence  Dimitri  to  force  the  Russian  Church 
to  yield  to  Rome. 

Scene  3:  As  sounds  of  revelry  come  from  the  ballroom  of  the  palace,  Dimitri 
enters  the  garden  where  he  is  to  meet  Marina.  He  quickly  hides  as  dancers 
pour  out  onto  the  lawn  and  do  a  spirited  Polonaise.  When  the  guests  are  gone, 
Marina  joins  Dimitri.  She  agrees  to  accept  his  love,  on  the  condition  that  he 
share  his  throne  with  her. 

ACT  IV  Scene  1:  An  unruly  mob  surrounds  an  unfortunate  nobleman  who 
has  fallen  into  their  hands.  As  the  crowd  grows  more  dangerous,  an  ugly  inci¬ 
dent  is  narrowly  averted  by  the  arrival  of  the  false  Dimitri,  who  arrogantly  pro¬ 
claims  himself  ruler  of  Russia,  pardons  the  nobleman  and  commands  the  mob 
to  follow  him  to  Moscow.  Left  behind,  a  simpleton  who  has  wandered  onto  the 
scene  laments  the  darkness  coming  upon  the  Russian  people. 

Scene  2:  The  Russian  Duma,  called  into  session  to  combat  the  raging  rebel¬ 
lion,  is  awaiting  Boris  when  Shuisky  enters  and  tells  them  that  Boris  has  gone 
mad.  Boris  appears  in  obvious  hysteria,  but  regaining  control  with  effort,  he 
mounts  the  throne  and  grants  an  audience  to  the  monk,  Pimen.  Pimen  relates 
how  a  shepherd  who  was  blind  miraculously  regained  his  sight  after  a  visit  to 
the  grave  of  Dimitri.  Terror-stricken  at  this  omen,  Boris  lurches  from  the 
throne,  calling  for  his  son.  He  dismisses  his  ministers,  and  in  the  knowledge 
that  his  end  is  imminent,  urges  his  son  to  be  a  just  and  wise  ruler.  He  calls  for 
a  monk’s  robe.  As  the  ministers  return,  he  once  more  asserts  his  authority. 
He  rises  defiantly,  but  is  struck  down  by  the  hand  of  death. 


ABOUT  THE  ARTISTS 


ROY  SAMUELSEN  (Boris)  had  a  distinguished  career  on  the  national  concert 
and  operatic  stages  before  joining  the  Music  School  faculty  at  Indiana  Univer¬ 
sity,  where  he  is  leading  baritone  at  their  Opera  Theatre.  A  constant  favorite 
of  the  KOA  audiences,  his  past  roles  have  included  Mephistopheles  in  "Faust" 
Coppelius  and  Dr.  Miracle  in  "Tales  of  Hoffmann",  the  leading  role  in  "Don 
Giovanni",  and  Scarpia  in  "Tosca”. 

JAY  WILKEY  (the  false  Dimitri)  last  appeared  with  the  KOA  as  Faust.  Dr. 
Wilkey,  who  teaches  at  the  School  of  Church  Music  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  and  conducts  the  Seminary  Choir,  has  also  appeared  with 
other  opera  companies  in  the  United  States,  most  notably  the  world-famous 
one  in  Santa  Fe. 

CHARME  RIESLEY  (Marina)  began  her  busy  career  with  KOA’s  very  first 
opera.  With  the  exception  of  several  years  which  she  spent  smdying  and  per¬ 
forming  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in  Europe,  she  has  sung  with 
the  KOA  every  season  since,  in  such  diverse  roles  as  Amneris  in  "Aida", 
Nedda  in  "Pagliacci"  and  Mimi  in  "La  Boheme”. 

DONALD  PETERSEN  (Shuisky)  is  making  a  welcome  reappearance  with 
the  KOA.  Audiences  will  remember  this  versatile  tenor’s  dynamic  performance 
in  the  title  role  of  "Oedipus  Rex”,  as  well  as  his  Rodolfo  in  "La  Boheme”  and 
Canio  in  "Pagliacci”. 

ROBERT  FISCHER  (Pimen),  by  far  the  most  active  KOA  performer,  recently 
accepted  a  position  on  the  faculty  of  the  Music  School  at  Hanover  College  in 
Indiana.  Fortunately,  he  is  still  close  enough  to  Louisville  to  maintain  and 
expand  his  remarkable  operatic  repertoire,  which  encompasses  some  30  char¬ 
acter  roles. 

WILLIAM  VESSELS  (Varlaam),  who  joined  the  KOA  roster  this  season,  has 
proven  a  delightful  performer  as  Masetto  in  "Don  Giovanni”  and  the  Sacristan 
in  "Tosca”.  Mr.  Vessels,  who  teaches  at  Georgetown  University,  has  had  ex¬ 
tensive  experience  in  both  concert  and  opera.  He  has  performed  many  of  the 
famous  buffo  roles. 

CHARLES  LOWERY  (Rangoni)  is  a  graduate  student  at  the  School  of  Church 
Music  of  the  Baptist  Seminary.  He  first  sang  with  the  KOA  as  a  member  of 
the  Seminary  Chorus  in  "Oedipus  Rex”.  Since  that  time,  he  has  appeared  in  a 
number  of  supporting  roles,  most  recently  as  the  Commendatore  in  "Don 
Giovanni”. 

RA\  McCORMICK  (Police  Officer)  interrupted  a  promising  career  in  science 
a  few  years  ago  to  enter  the  field  of  music.  Now  a  graduate  student  in  music 
at  the  Baptist  Seminary,  he  made  his  debut  with  the  KOA  in  "Tosca”. 


EDWARD  KEITH  BAKER  (Missail),  who  made  his  initial  KOA  bow  in 
"Tosca”,  is  a  second  generation  performer  with  this  opera  company.  His  mother, 
before  moving  to  another  state,  sang  several  roles  in  the  early  operas.  Mr. 
Baker’s  experience  includes  theatre  as  well  as  music,  and  he  directed  Shakespeare 
in  Central  Park  here  in  1966. 

TONI  BOOKER  (Innkeeper  and  Nurse)  teaches  at  the  U.  of  L.  Music  School, 
and  is  a  leading  soloist  with  the  Louisville  Bach  Society.  She  sang  a  memorable 
Ulrica  in  the  KOA  production  of  "A  Masked  Ball",  and  Jocasta  in  "Oedipus  Rex”. 

MARY  LEE  FARRIS  (Feodor),  a  senior  at  U.  of  L.'s  School  of  Music,  was  a 
winner  of  the  1967  Metropolitan  Opera  Regional  Auditions.  She  made  her 
debut  with  the  KOA  in  last  season’s  "La  Traviata”. 

GLENDA  WOLFE  (Xenia)  is  another  Metropolitan  Audition  Winner.  In 
1965,  she  went  to  New  York  to  compete  with  other  finalists  from  other  parts  of 
the  country.  Her  last  appearance  with  the  KOA  was  in  "Orpheus  and  Eurydice”.

DIE  WINTERBEISE — I 


THE  winter’s  journey 

Franz  Peter  Schubert,  D.  911.  It  is  perhaps  significant  that  Muller’s  cycle  of  poems  is  entitled  Die  Winterreisr, 
Schubert  calls  his  songs  simply  Winterreise.  But  more  important  are  the  changes  the  composer  has  made  in  the 
order  of  the  songs.  Thus  Midler’s  no.  6  becomes  Schubert’s  no.  13,  Muller’s  no.  7  Schubert’s  no.  6,  and  so  on. 
I  doubt  that  there  could  be  much  question  that  Schubert’s  order  is  an  improvement,  though  the  poet’s  sequence 
is  followed  here.

presentative  of  Vienna’s  great  musical  heritage. 
Since  the  group’s  inception,  they  have  given  con¬ 
certs  at  the  Edinburgh  and  Salzburg  Festivals, 
throughout  Western  Europe  and  Scandinavia, 
North  and  South  America,  and,  during  their  world 
tour  in  1960,  they  gave  more  than  90  concerts  in 
Japan,  Korea,  Taiwan,  Singapore,  Thailand, 
India,  Iran,  Egypt,  and  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  Their  return  to  the  United  States  during 
the  current  season  marks  their  sixth  tour  of  this 
country. 

The  Chorus’  extensive  repertoire  ranges  from 
the  oldest  to  the  most  modern  of  international 
choral  literature  with  special  attention  givei^  to 
Austrian  music.  Well-known  composers  repre¬ 
sented  in  their  repertoire  include  Monteverdi, 
Byrd,  Josquin  des  Pres,  Bach,  Handel,  Beethoven, 
Brahms,  Bruckner,  Grieg,  Haydn,  Mendelssohn, 
Mozart,  Schumann,  the  Strausses,  Hugo  Wolf, 
Schdnberg,  Webern,  Britten,  Bart6k,  Copland, 
Debussy,  Hindemith,  Honegger,  Kodaly,  Orff, 
Milhaud,  Poulenc,  Ravel,  Stravinsky,  etc.  They 
have  performed  world  premieres  and  first  per¬ 
formances  of  well  over  one  hundred  works  of 
known  composers.

Born  in  Vienna,  Dr.  Xaver  Meyer,  conductor 
of  the  Vienna  Academy  Chorus,  completed  his 
studies  in  composition,  conducting  and  piano  at 
the  Vienna  Academy  of  Music,  and  received  his 
Ph.D.  in  German  and  psychology  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Vienna.  Soon  afterwards  he  became 
conductor  of  the  famed  Vienna  Boys’  Choir  and 
traveled  with  them  throughout  Europe,  the  United 
States,  Japan,  Australia  and  New  Zealand.  As  a 
result  of  numerous  performances  of  the  Bach 
Passions  and  Oratorios,  and  Masses  by  Haydn, 
Mozart  and  Bruckner  with  the  Vienna  Philhar¬ 
monic  and  Opera  Orchestra,  Dr.  Meyer  soon  made 
an  outstanding  name  for  himself  as  a  choral  and 
orchestra  conductor.  In  1961  he  was  appointed 
musical  director  of  the  Vienna  Academy  Chorus. 
Critics  the  world  over  praise  Dr.  Meyer  as  a  pol¬ 
ished,  sensitive  musician  who,  through  a  profound 
sense  of  style,  a  notable  feeling  for  beautiful 
sound  and  expressive  gestures,  leads  the  Chorus 
to  the  highest  achievements  of  choral  perform¬ 
ance.

The  Stockholm  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
was  founded  in  1913  by  a  group  of  influential 
music  lovers  and  musicians.  One  year  later  its 
first  concerts  were  performed.  At  that  time  there 
was  only  one  regular  orchestra  in  Stockholm, 
namely  that  of  the  Opera.  These  music  lovers 
therefore  claimed,  that  it  was  about  time  tbe 
Swedish  capital  had  an  orchestra  that  could  per¬ 
form  the  symphonic  repertoire.  The  first  concert 
was  a  great  musical  event  in  Stockholm.  Among 
the  listeners  was  the  present  King  of  Sweden, 
Gustaf  VI  Adolf,  who  was  also  in  attendance 
when  the  orchestra  celebrated  its  fiftieth  anni¬ 
versary.  But  the  new  orchestra  was  to  encounter 
many  obstacles,  especially  economic  ones.  For 
instance  it  was  not  until  1937  that  the  members 
got  economic  security  through  a  whole  year  en¬ 
gagement.  Now  —  in  1968  —  the  musical  situa¬ 
tion  in  Stockholm  is  quite  different.  In  the  Swed¬ 
ish  capital  with  its  one  million  inhabitants  there

PROGRAM 


Overture  to  Benvenuto  Cellini,  Opus  23  Hector  Berlioz 

(1803-1869) 

Hector  Berlioz’s  operas  have  never  belonged  to  the  so-called  standard  repertoire.  They  have 
only  been  played  on  rare  occasions.  Benvenuto  Cellini,  given  for  the  first  time  in  Paris 
in  1838,  is,  however,  known  because  of  two  orchestral  parts:  the  overture  and  the  prelude 
to  the  second  act,  which  was  added  six  years  later  and  named  “Roman  Carnival.”  These 
works  are  looked  upon  as  Berlioz’s  masterpieces  and  are  excellent  proofs  of  his  transparent 
and  colorful  orchestral  treatment. 


Two  Images,  Ojius  10  Bela  Bartok 

In  Blossom  (1881-1945) 

Village  Dance 

“Two  Images”  by  Bartok  is  a  work  that  is  seldom  played.  It  appeared  in  1910  at  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  time  as  the  opera  “Bluebeard’s  Castle,”  “Allegro  Barbaro”  and  the  first 
string-quartet.  Bartok  was,  in  spite  of  his  youth,  far  from  inexperienced  when  it  came  to 
writing  for  orchestras.  Actually,  he  had  earlier  composed  a  couple  of  orchestra  suites,  a 
symphonic  poem  “Kossuth,”  a  scherzo  (or  rather  a  concerto)  for  piano  and  orchestra,  etc. 
These  works  were  kept  in  a  Liszt-Strauss  influenced  style  with  a  few  personal  characteristics 
put  in.  About  the  Two  Images,  Zoltan  Kodaly  said:  “They  show  a  completely  altered  orches¬ 
tra  style  and  a  supreme  mastership.  The  rather  uneven  but  magnificent  orchestrations  of 
the  early  works  have  made  way  for  a  deep  feeling  for  color  and  artistic  economy,  which  in 
no  way  is  inferior  to  the  French  school.” 

“Two  Images”  represents  a  type  of  composition  that  is  often  found  in  Bartok’s  works: 
a  calm,  lyrical  interpretation  of  nature  followed  by  a  lively  one  with  intense  dance  rhythm. 
The  names  of  the  images  are  “In  Full  Blossom”  and  “Village  Dance.”  At  the  beginning  and 
at  the  end  of  the  first  piece  the  French  impressionistic  trait  is  striking.  In  the  second  one, 
however,  Bartok  dwells  in  his  native  Hungarian  village  with  its  folksy  harmonies  and  rhythms. 


Sisyijhos  Choreographic  Suite  Karl-Birger  Blomdahl 

Introduction  (1916-  ) 

The  Banquet 
Persephone’s  Dance 

Dance  of  Death,  Sisyphos’  Triumphant  Entrance 
Dance  of  Life 


Karl-Birger  Blomdahl  (born  in  1916)  is  one  of  Sweden’s  foremost  composers.  In  his 
younger  days  he  was  one  of  Hilding  Rosenberg’s  pupils,  and  he  has  later  filled  the  post  as 
professor  of  composition  at  the  Swedish  Conservatory  of  Music  in  Stockholm.  For  the  time 
being  he  is  director  of  the  music  department  at  the  Swedish  Broadcasting  Corporation. 
Blomdahl  has  also  served  as  a  guest  professor  at  the  International  Composition  Seminar  at 
Princeton  University  in  the  summer  of  1959. 


Blomdahl  was  at  first  influenced  by  Paul  Hindemith’s  music  but  soon  he  adopted  some 
of  the  Schoenberg  school  ideas.  Many  of  his  works  are  based  upon  a  serial  technique  which 
offers  great  compositorial  freedom,  although  he  is  not  considered  a  real  “twelve-tone” 
composer.  He  became  famous  through  his  Symphony  No.  3  called  “Facets.”  It  was  per¬ 
formed  in  1951  by  ISCM  and  is  still  the  work  that  is  most  often  played.  To  people  in  general 
he  is  known  tlirough  his  “space  opera”  Aniara,  which  has  also  been  played  abroad  e.g.,  in 
Montreal  during  the  summer  of  1967.  It  has  been  recorded  by  Columbia  with  soloists  from 
the  Stockholm  Opera.  It  should  also  be  mentioned  that  Blomdahl’s  “Chamber  Concert  for 
Piano,  Wood-Winds  and  Tympani”  has  been  recorded  by  Decca  in  England  with  the  London 
Symhony  Orchestra  conducted  by  Sixten  Ehrling. 

The  ballet  “Sisyphos”  (based  on  the  Greek  myth)  appeared  in  1954  in  cooperation 
with  the  choreographer  Birgit  Akesson.  The  “choreographic  suite”  that  is  played  by  the 
Stockholm  Philharmonic  Orchestra  should,  however,  be  looked  upon  as  independent  of  the 
contents  of  the  ballet.  The  music  shows  some  Bartok  influences,  but  essentially  it  bears 
Blomdahl’s  personal  signature.  He  uses  a  series  of  tones  within  the  chromatic  scale  in  order 
to  build  up  melody  and  chords.  But  Blomdahl  himself  is  the  first  to  emphasize,  that  it  is 
not  necessary  that  the  listeners  know  the  technical  details  of  the  composition  in  order  to 
enjoy  his  music.

Symphony  No.  1  in  C  Minor,  Opus  68  Johannes  Brahms 

(1833-1879) 

Andante  sostenuto 

Un  poco  allegretto  e  grazioso 

Adagio 

Piu  andante 

Allegro  non  troppo  ma  con  brio 

The  severest  critic  of  his  own  work,  only  allowing  it  to  venture  into  the  world  after  the  most 
thorough  trials  of  time  and  labor,  Brahms  hardly  surprises  us  in  waiting  until  he  was  forty- 
tliree  years  old  before  publishing  his  first  symphony.  But  patience,  thought  and  maturity 
combined  with  the  inspiration  of  genius  produced  at  last  a  symphony  of  a  depth  and  pro¬ 
portion  entitling  it  to  be  termed  the  first  symphony  since  Beethoven  fit  to  be  compared  with 
that  august  composer’s  nine  masterworks. 

The  Andante  Sostenuto  glows  with  a  sublime  light,  both  in  its  periods  of  intense  medi¬ 
tation  and  of  supreme  exaltation.  The  solo  horn  sings,  and  the  principal  violin  hovers  above 
all  like  the  Dove  over  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant. 

We  are  now  given  a  pleasing  relaxation  of  mood  before  the  mighty  things  which  are 
to  come.  In  the  Allegro  Grazioso  we  find  an  informal,  almost  playful  atmosphere.  The  violins 
sing  an  ingratiating  song,  taking  it  up  from  the  clarinet,  and  while  they  hold  the  melody,  the 
woodwinds  twitter  merrily  above  the  theme.  There  is  a  jolly  trio  with  a  sudden  change  to 
triple  meter.  The  coda  is  almost  flirtatious  in  character,  the  whole  movement  replete  with 
the  tender  intimacy  and  warm  humor  which  the  master  could  express  so  well  when  he 
chose  to. 

As  this  massive  work  passes  sublime  logic  from  peak  to  peak  of  memorable  episodes, 
it  reaches  at  last  the  final  movement,  where  following  a  cataclysmic  introduction,  a  verit¬ 
able  avalanche  of  sound,  harsh  and  shattering,  comes  a  radiant  epiphany  in  the  form  of  an 
expressive  horn  solo,  echoed  by  the  flute.  This  message  from  another  world,  of  reassurance 
and  comfort  haloed  by  a  soft  chorale  in  the  trombone  leads  into  the  calmly  noble  and 
confident  allegro  that  constitutes  the  bulk  of  the  finale.  Muscular  as  a  joyous  giant,  the 
music  advances  to  culminate,  in  a  last  statement  of  the  chorale,  in  a  burst  of  religious  awe 
as  “The  morning  stars  sang  together,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy.

PHILHARMONIC  ORCHESTRA

are  three  orchestras  of  international  standard. 
The  Stockholm  Philharmonic  Orchestra  with 
Antal  Dorati  as  conductor,  the  Opera  Orchestra 
with  Silvio  Varviso,  and  the  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra  of  the  Swedish  Broadcasting  Corporation  with 
Sergiu  Celebidache.  All  musicians  working  with 
these  orchestras  are  employed  on  a  year-round 
basis.  The  Stockholm  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
performs  the  majority  of  the  public  concerts  in 
the  capital  —  around  one  hundred  every  year.  The 
orchestra  has  its  *^home”  in  the  Concert  Hall  with 
its  famous  Orpheus  Group  by  Carl  Milles  outside. 
The  building  is  well-known  through  television  in 
most  parts  of  the  world,  because  it  is  here  the 
Nobel  Prizes  are  distributed  every  year.  Swedish 
music  today  is  steadily  progressing  thanks  to 
The  State  Experimental  Movement  for  National 
Concerts,  and  in  this  progress  the  Stockholm 
Philharmonic  plays  a  leading  role.  Owing  to 
successful  concerts  in  Sweden  and  abroad  the 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  has  been  proposed  as 
national  orchestra. 

Among  the  principal  conductors  in  the  course 
of  the  years,  we  may  note  Georg  Scheevoigt  of 
Finland,  Vaclav  Talich  of  Czechoslovakia,  Fritz 
Busch  and  Hans  Schmidt-Issertedt,  and  from  the 
fall  of  1966  the  Hungarian-born  Maestro  ANTAL 
DORATI.  The  co-operation  between  Dorati  and 
tbe  Stockholm  Philharmonic  Orchestra  began 
auspiciously.  Dorati  was  appointed  principal  con¬ 
ductor  at  the  beginning  of  October,  1966,  and  at 
the  end  of  that  month  he  started  his  first  tour 
abroad  with  the  orchestra.  The  first  concert  was 
performed  in  Paris  on  the  UN-day,  and  it  was 
broadeast  by  the  international  television.  Dorati 
has  now  been  working  for  two  years  in  Stock¬ 
holm,  and  he  conducts  the  Philharmonic  Orches¬ 
tra  on  its  first  American  tour.  His  engagement 
in  Sweden  has  meant  a  development  without  com¬ 
parison  in  the  fifty-year-old  history  of  the  orches¬ 
tra.  In  the  United  States  Dorati  is  well-known. 
He  made  his  American  debut  in  Washington  in 
1937,  and  later  he  condueted  two  American 
orchestras:  first  the  Dallas  Symphony  Orchestra 


and  then  the  Symphony  Orchestra  of  Minneapolis 
He  worked  in  Dallas  from  1945  to  1949  when  he 
was  appointed  principal  conductor  in  Minne¬ 
apolis,  where  he  stayed  for  eleven  years. 

Dorati  was  born  in  Budapest  in  1906.  When  he 
was  fourteen  he  was  accepted  at  the  conservatory 
of  his  home  town,  and  among  his  teachers  were 
Zoltan  Kodaly  and  Bela  Bartok.  When  he  was 
eighteen,  he  received  the  diploma  of  the  conserva¬ 
tory  as  the  youngest  graduate  in  its  history.  He 
got  his  first  engagement  at  the  Budapest  Opera 
and  then  went  to  Dresden  as  Fritz  Busch’s  assist¬ 
ant.  During  the  years  before  his  U.  S.  debut  he 
worked  for  some  time  with  the  Ballet  Russe  de 
Monte  Carlo. 

Thus,  it  was  a  very  experienced  conductor  who 
came  to  Stockholm  in  the  fall  of  1966.  Dorati  had 
only  made  a  few  guest  appearances  with  the  or¬ 
chestra  but  this  was  enough.  When  the  post  as 
principal  conductor  became  vacant,  it  was  clear 
to  the  management  that  Dorati  was  the  man  they 
wanted. 

After  Dorati’s  first  year  in  Stockholm  the  press 
summed  up  his  achievements:  The  Dagens  Ny- 
heter,  the  biggest  morning  paper  in  Sweden,  re¬ 
marked:  “Under  the  remarkable  Dorati  the 
orchestra  has  in  one  year  gone  through  an  amaz¬ 
ing  transformation.  It  is  a  first-class  orchestra 
which  has  discovered  itself.”  The  Svenska  Dag- 
bladet,  the  major  conservative  newspaper  in 
Sweden  remarked:  “The  Beethoven  concert  was 
a  breath-taking  performance  even  for  the  most 
blase  listener.  Even  if  the  many-voiced  panegyric 
is  prone  to  make  our  Pliilharmonic  conceited  I 
must  say  it.” 

Dorati  has  devoted  more  time  to  recording 
than  most  conductors.  By  this  time  he  has  made 
around  200  records  and  won  six  Grand  Prix  du 
Disque,  two  Gold  Disque  Awards  in  the  USA 
and  also  “The  Best  Operatic  Record”  (1962)  for 
his  recording  of  Wagner’s  “The  Flying  Dutch¬ 
man”  (RCA) .  With  his  Swedish  orchestra  he  has, 
for  RCA,  recorded  several  of  the  works  included 
in  the  program  for  the  U.  S.  tour. 

The  tour  of  the  Stockholm  Philharmonic  Or¬ 
chestra  to  the  U.  S.  in  the  spring  of  1968  is  the 
longest  tour  that  a  Swedish  symphony  orchestra 
has  made.

ABOUT  THE  OPERETTA 


☆ 

"The  Merry  Widow”  (or  "Die  Lustige  Witwe”,  as  the  original  playbill  reads) 
has  been  wahzing  over  the  stages  of  the  world  since  New  Year’s  Eve,  1905. 
(The  actual  premiere  was  December  30,  just  three  weeks  after  that  of  Strauss’ 
"Salome”).  The  plot  involves  a  satire  on  the  many  divisions  and  sub-divisions 
of  the  Balkans  at  that  time,  a  situation  which  caused  newspaper  readers  to  learn 
new  and  strange  names  with  bewildering  frequency.  The  mythical  kingdom 
referred  to  in  this  operetta  is  called  Pontevedro.  The  action  itself,  however, 
takes  place  in  Paris,  with  many  references  to  the  celebrated  restaurant  for  the 
well-pocketed  —  Maxim’s.  The  score  presupposed  a  cast  of  actors  and  operetta 
singers  who  could  be  (and  usually  are)  equally  at  home  in  opera. 

Since  the  copyright  expired  on  the  "official”  version,  there  has  been  a  flurry  of 
new  adaptations.  Some  have  tried  to  cut  the  more  "operatic”  portions  of  the 
score  (the  recitative-like  sections  and  the  extended  finales)  to  make  it  more  like 
an  American  musical.  The  orchestration  has,  on  occasion,  been  "juiced  up”  with 
a  movie  travelogue-like  treatment,  and  the  book  has  even  included  references  to 
international  gossip  of  the  day.  The  miraculous  thing  about  "The  Merry 
Widow”  is  that  it  not  only  survived  every  attack,  but  comes  out  as  sparkling 
and  fresh  as  if  it  were  written  yesterday. 

The  K.O.A.  has  chosen  to  adhere  to  the  original  version  as  closely  as  available 
material  permits.  It  will  play  the  3rd  act  in  the  2nd  act  setting  as  was  the 
intention  of  the  authors.  It  will  use  Lehar’s  orchestration  and  play  every  note 
of  his  wonderful  score.  Even  the  original  names  of  the  characters  have  been 
restored. 

The  famous  biographer,  Ernest  Newman,  once  wrote:  "The  man  in  the  street 
may  love  ’The  Merry  Widow’  but  the  musician,  in  addition  to  loving  it,  admires 
and  wonders  at  it,  so  fresh  and  varied  is  the  melodic  invention  in  it,  so  deft, 
for  all  their  economy,  the  harmonization  and  the  scoring  ....  it  is  the  best 
—  and  strangely  enough,  the  most  popular  —  operetta  of  the  twentieth  century. 


ABOUT  THE  ARTISTS 


☆ 

MARY  JENNINGS  (Hanna)  is  an  operatic  soprano  who  also  happens  to  do 
operetta  extremely  well.  After  winning  the  Opera  Auditions  in  New  Otleans 
in  1957,  and  subsequent  appearances  with  the  New  Orleans  Opera,  she  embarked 
on  a  national  tour  with  Bernstein’s  "Candide”,  followed  by  TV  shows  and  con¬ 
cert  tours.  In  i960,  she  won  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Auditions,  and  in  1962 
made  her  debut  with  the  New  York  City  Opera  Company.  Since  that  time 
she  has  sung  in  most  of  the  important  opera  houses  of  the  United  States,  where 
her  delightful  stage  personality  generally  received  as  much  mention  from  the 
critics  as  her  superb  voice.  Last  summer  was  spent  in  Central  City,  Colorado, 
where  she  sang  the  leads  in  "Manon”  and  "The  Merry  Widow”.  Miss  Jennings' 
recording  credits  include  "The  Good  Soldier  Schweik”  for  RCA  Victor. 

ADAIR  McGOWEN  (Danilo)  traveled  over  England,  France,  Italy  and  South 
Africa  with  the  United  States  Information  Service,  singing  leading  roles  in 
"Carmen”,  "Pagliacci”,  "La  Traviata”  and  "Faust”,  among  other  operas.  A 
former  student  of  Lotte  Lehmann  and  Boris  Goldofsky,  he  has  also  performed 
with  the  Houston  Grand  Opera  Company.  Gradually  developing  a  preference  for 
lighter  roles,  he  switched  to  the  field  of  musical  comedy,  and  has  since  sung 
the  lead  in  most  of  the  favorites:  "South  Pacific”,  "Show  Boat”,  "Desert  Song”, 
"Student  Prince”,  "Chocolate  Soldier”,  "Carousel”,  "Annie  Get  Your  Gun”,  "Can- 
Can”  and  "Finian’s  Rainbow” 

LESTER  JAMES  (de  Rossilon)  has  a  rich  theatrical  background  which  includes 
starring  roles  in  over  20  musicals,  among  them  the  Broadway  production  of 
"West  Side  Story”  and  "Once  Upon  a  Mattress”.  In  order  to  appear  in  the 
K.O.A.’s  "Merry  Widow”,  he  has  taken  a  brief  leave  of  absence  from  the  cast 
of  the  current  Broadway  hit,  "How  Now  Dow  Jones”.  Mr.  James’  first  impor¬ 
tant  role  was  that  of  Lt.  Cable  in  the  Los  Angeles  Civic  Light  Opera’s  revival  of 
"South  Pacific”,  with  Mary  Martin  and  Georgio  Tozzi.  He  toured  with  the  na¬ 
tional  companies  of  "West  Side  Story”  and  "On  a  Clear  Day  You  Can  See 
Forever”,  and  made  frequent  guest  appearances  on  TV  with  Jack  Paar,  Dinah 
Shore  and  others.  Recently,  Mr.  James  moved  into  the  field  of  concert  and 
oratorio,  making  his  debut  in  the  American  premiere  of  Prokofiev’s  '  The  Flam¬ 
ing  Angel”. 

CHARME  RIESLEY  ( Valencienne)  began  her  busy  career  with  K.O.A.  s  very 
first  opera.  As  one  of  Louisville’s  favorite  sopranos,  she  has  sung  with  the 
K.O.A.  every  season  since,  with  the  exception  of  several  years  which  she  spent 
studying  and  performing  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States  and  in  Europe.  Her 
versatility  is  tremendous,  and  she  has  brought  great  depth  to  such  diverse  roles 
as  Amneris  in  "Aida”,  Nedda  in  "Pagliacci”,  Mimi  in  "La  Boheme  and,  most 
recently,  Marina  in  "Boris  Godunov”. 


ROBERT  FISCHER  (Baron  Zeta),  by  far  the  most  active  K.O.A.  performer, 
has  a  unique  chance  in  "The  Merry  Widow”  to  display  his  considerable  talent 
for  comedy.  Although  Mr.  Fischer  recently  moved  to  Indiana  to  accept  a  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  faculty  of  the  Music  School  at  Hanover  College,  he  is  still  close 
enough  to  Louisville  to  maintain  and  expand  his  remarkable  operatic  reper¬ 
toire,  which  encompasses  some  30  character  roles. 

WILLIAM  VESSELS  (Nish),  who  joined  the  K.O.A.  roster  this  reason,  is 
rapidly  proving  to  be  indispensable  when  the  role  calls  for  warm'll  and  humor 
in  addition  to  a  fine  singing  voice  —  Masetto  in  "Don  Giovanni",  the  Sacristan 
in  "Tosca”,  Varlaam  in  "Boris  Godunov”.  Mr.  Vessels,  who  teaches  at  George¬ 
town  University,  has  had  extensive  experience  in  both  concert  and  opera,  where 
he  has  performed  many  of  the  famous  buffo  roles.

Martlnu:  Mettorlal  to  Lidice 

One  of  the  wat  blsarre  e:q>lolts  of  World  War  H 
espionage  vaa  the  aaaaMlnatloa  of  Relohard  Heydrloh, 
Relchsprotektor  of  Csec^slovakla  and  one  of  Hitler*  a  most 
infamous  hatctotHnen.  After  the  fall  of  Cseohoalovakla  in 
1938,  a  provisory  government  was  set  vtp  in  London  by 
members  of  the  Czech  govertment  idio  managed  to  escape. 

Aided  by  the  British  Secret  Service,  plans  for  the  (dera¬ 
tion  were  devised  and  a  connando  team  of  agents  para¬ 
chuted  into  atie  oppressed  country  in  the  dead  of  night. 
After  numerous  delays  and  (Ganges  of  plans,  the 
assassins  ciame  face  to  face  with  their  quarry  on  Hay  27, 
19ii2  as  he  rode  through  the  streets  of  Prague.  At  the 
last  moment  the  unesqpected  occurred:  their  machine  gun 
jammed.  One  of  the  other  conspirators  hastily  tossed  a 
grenade  under  the  car  as  they  fled  through  the  side  streets. 
Heydrich  died  several  hours  later,  not  from  the  shock  of 
the  esqplosion,  idiich  killed  his  driver  instantly,  but 
from  a  wound  caused  by  a  sliver  of  horsehair  frra  the  seat 
of  the  car,  pz^ds^lod  by /^e  blast. 

The  Nazis  retaliated  with  brutal  mass  exeoutians. 

On  June  10  a  division  of  SS  terrorist  troijps  arrived  at 
Lidice,  a  small  Czech  mining  village  which  the  Germans 
believed  to  have  sheltered  the  agents.  All  male  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  town  were  lined  against  buildings  and 
shotj  the  women  and  children  were  sent  to  concentration 
caI1^}SJ  and  the  buildings  rased  to  the  ground.  Thus  the 
village  was  savagely  wiped  off  the  earth.  Lidice  became 
a  worlchride  symbol  of  syaqMthy  and  protaatj  towns  in 
Illinois  and  Mexico  were  renamed  alter  it. 

Bc^bttSlav  Martina's  Memorial  to  Lldtoa  was  written 
in  August  19ii3  while  the  composer  was  ilving  in  Darien, 
Mass.,  and  was  first  performsd  on  October  2o  by  the  Haw 
York  Fhilhamonlo  nndw  tto  baton  of  Artur  Rodslnski.  The 
work  was  oommissionad  tqr  the  Amarlimin  Leagoa  of  Compoaars, 
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Mhlch  asked  several  con^osers  for  woz4cs  dealii^  vlth 
sone  significant  war  occurrence.  There  are  no  definite 
thaaes  in  Memorial,  but  the  work  falls  into  three 
sections  determined  by  the  character  of  idle  music.  The 
first  section  opens  with  a  gloomy  C  minor  chord  idilch 
progresses  to  G#  minor.  In  the  second  section,  the  music 
takes  on  a  more  robust  quality  and  works  up  to  an  Im¬ 
pressive  climax  at  which  the  horns  sound  the  opening 
motif  of  Beethoven’s  Syiqphony  No.5«  the  motif  of  victory. 
The  third  section  returns  to  the  opening  griamess,  al¬ 
though  the  piece  ends  hopefully  on  a  C  Major  chord. 


Debussy;  Prelude  to  the  Afternoon  of  a  Faun 

One  of  the  works  perfozned  on  tonight's  concert, 
debttssy's  Pijelude  a  I'Apres  Midi  d’une  Is  probably 

the  most  widely  played.  Debussy  conqiosed  ihe  piece  In 
I89h,  Intending  it  to  be  the  first  part  of  a  triptych 
made  up  of  a  prelude,  interlude  and  finale,  but  he 
coDQileted  only  the  prelude.  The  work  was  first  performed 
in  Paris  on  December  23,  1891)  with  Qustav  Doret  as  con¬ 
ductor. 

The  piece  is  based  on  a  poem  by  Debussy's  friend, 
the  Impressionist  poet  St^phane  Mallarm^.  This  poem  is 
essentially  non-programatlo  and  consists  of  a  near- 
Joyces  n  monologue  between  sleep  and  waking  by  a  faun 
(Greek  nature-god).  The  faun  awakes,  thinks  of  the 
nymphs  he  has  pursued,  imagines  himself  in  the  arms  of 
the  goddess  of  love,  forgets  the  vision,  and  goes  beck 
to  sleep.  Debussy's  music  captures  the  poem's  amiblga- 
ities  with  almost  line  by  line  exactness.  The  work  opens 
with  a  flute  solo,  stating  the  principal  theme  and 
depicting  the  faun.  Subsequent  themes  given  by  the 
clarinet  and  oboe  represent  the  nymphs  and  i^e  goddess  of 
love,  while  glisandi  from  the  harp  maintain  the  un¬ 
earthly  mood  of  the  piece.  At  the  conclusion,  the  work 
returns  to  the  opening  state  of  half -consciousness  with 
pianissimo  choirds  in  the  strings  punctuated  by  tinny 
pongs  from  antique  oynbals.  Although  one  of  his 
earliest  works  and  his  first  important  o(N|)ositioa  for 
orchestra,  many  musiooli^ists  consider  Afternoon  of  a 
faun  Debussy's  mastexpleee. 
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Beethoveat  Violin  ConcTto 


Ludwig  voQ  Beathovea*  8  Concerto  for  Violin  in  D  Ha jor 
was  wrltton  in  1806  for  Frans  blanani  and  was  i^irst  perfomed 
at  a  concert  given  in  Vienna  by  that  artist  on  December  23, 
1806.  Ihe  concerto  vas  a  rash  oonaBission  and  Beethoven  did 
not  finish  the  score  until  a  few  minutes  before  the  concert. 
It  was  necessary  for  Clement  to  ai^t  read  his  part,  a  feat 
which  probably  did  not  give  him  too  much  trouble  since  he 
had  been  a  child  prodigy  and  was  used  to  such  tricks.  On 
the  same  concert  he  played  a  fantasia  of  his  own  ooaposltion 
holding  the  violin  upside  down. 

Beethoven  was  not  as  prolific  a  writer  for  the  violin 
as  he  was  for  the  piano  -  this  is  his  only  violin  concerto. 
The  first  mov«nent  opens  with  an  orchestral  introduction 
in  which  the  main  themes  are  presented  by  the  woodwinds.  In 
the  songlike  second  movement,  the  soloist  is  accompanied 
most  of  the  time  by  muted  strings.  The  third  movement  ie 
in  the  form  of  a  rondo  in  which  the  lively  first  subject 
and  the  rather  sentimental  second  subject  are  first  stated 
by  Ihe  solo  violin.

Martlmx;  Meauarlal  to  Lidice 

One  of  the  most  bizarre  exploits  of  World  War  II 
espionage  was  the  assaaslnation  of  Reinhard  Heydrich, 
Reichsprotektor  of  Czechoslovakia  and  one  of  Hitler's  most 
infamous  hatchetHoen.  After  the  fall  of  Czechoslovakia  In 
1938,  a  provisory  government  was  set  up  in  London  by 
members  of  the  Czech  government  viho  managed  to  escape. 

Aided  by  the  British  Secret  Service,  plans  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  were  devised  and  a  commando  team  of  agents  para¬ 
chuted  into  the  oppressed  country  In  the  dead  of  night. 
After  numerous  delays  and  changes  of  plans,  the 
assassins  came  face  to  face  with  their  quarry  on  May  27, 
19h2  as  he  rode  through  the  streets  of  Prague.  At  the 
last  moment  the  unexpected  occurred:  their  machine  gun 
jammed.  One  of  the  other  conq[>lrator8  hastily  tossed  a 
gx'enade  under  the  car  as  they  fled  through  the  side  streets. 
Heydrlch  died  several  hours  later,  not  from  the  shock  of 
the  eiqploBlon,  idilch  killed  bis  driver  Instantly,  but 
from  a  wound  caused  by  a  silver  of  horsehair  from  the  seat 
of  the  car,  propelled  by  the  blast. 

The  Nazis  retaliated  with  brutal  mass  executions. 

On  June  10  a  division  of  SS  terrorist  troops  arrived  at 
Lidice,  a  small  Czech  mining  village  idileh  the  Germans 
believed  to  have  sheltered  ^e  agents.  All  male  In¬ 
habitants  of  the  town  were  lined  up  against  buildings  and 
shotj  the  women  and  children  were  sent  to  concentration 
can^s;  and  the  buildings  razed  to  the  ground.  Thus  the 
village  was  savagely  wiped  off  the  earth.  Lidice  became 
a  worldwide  symbol  of  sympathy  and  protest;  towns  In 
Illinois  and  Mexico  were  renamed  after  it. 

Bohuslav  Martlnu's  Memorial  to  Lidice  was  written 
In  August  19^3  while  the  coiqiKMier  was  Hvlc«  In  Darien, 

Mass. ,  and  was  flzrst  performed  on  October  26  by  the  New 
York  Philharmonic  under  the  baton  of  Artur  Rodilnakl.  The 
work  was  cnBalsaloned  by  'Uie  American  League  of  Composers, 
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vihich  asked  several  conposers  for  works  dealing  with 
some  significant  war  occurrence.  There  are  no  definite 
themes  in  Memorial,  but  the  work  falls  into  three 
sections  determined  by  the  character  of  "Uie  music.  The 
first  section  opens  with  a  gloomy  C  minor  chord  which 
progresses  to  C#  minor.  In  the  second  section,  the  music 
takes  on  a  more  robust  quality  and  works  up  to  an  Im¬ 
pressive  climax  at  which  the  horns  sound  the  opening 
motif  of  Beethoven’s  Syng?hony  Ko,5»  the  motif  of  victory. 
The  third  section  returns  to  the  opening  grimness,  al¬ 
though  the  piece  ends  hopefully  on  a  G  Major  chord. 


Debussy;  Prelude  to  the  Afternoon  of  a  Faun 

One  of  the  works  perfomed  on  tonight’s  concert, 
debussy’s  Px^lude  a  I’Apres  Midi  d’une  fauns  is  probably 
the  most  widely  played.  Debussy  coo^osed  ihe  piece  in 
I89I45  intending  it  to  be  the  first  part  of  a  triptych 
made  up  of  a  prelude,  interlude  and  finale,  but  he 
completed  only  the  prelude.  The  work  was  first  performed 
in  Paris  on  December  23,  1891|  with  Gustav  Doret  as  con¬ 
ductor. 

The  piece  is  based  on  a  poem  by  Debussy's  friend, 
the  Impressionist  poet  Stephane  Mallarme.  This  poem  is 
essentially  non-programatio  and  consists  of  a  near- 
Joycean  monologue  between  sleep  and  waking  by  a  faun 
(Greek  nature-god) .  The  faun  awakes,  thinks  of  the 
nynq>h8  he  has  pursued,  imagines  himself  in  the  arms  of 
the  goddess  of  love,  forgets  the  vision,  and  goes  back 
to  sleep.

Although  one  of  his 
earliest  works  and  his  first  li^ortant  exposition  for 
orchestra,  many  musioologists  consider  Afternoon  of  a 
faun  Debussy’s  masterpiece. 
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Beethoven;  Violin  Coacarto 


Ludwig  von  Beethoven's  Concerto  for  Violin  in  D  Major 
was  written  in  X8o6  for  Franz  (^^enient  and  was  first  perforaed 
at  a  concert  given  in  Vienna  by  that  artist  on  December  23, 
1806.  The  concerto  was  a  rush  ccsnmisslon  and  Beethoven  did 
not  finish  the  score  until  a  few  minutes  before  the  concert. 
It  was  necessary  for  Clement  to  sight  read  his  part,  a  feat 
which  probably  did  not  give  him  too  much  trouble  since  ho 
had  been  a  child  prodigy  and  was  used  to  such  tricks.  On 
the  same  concert  he  played  a  fantasia  of  his  own  conposltion 
holding  the  violin  upside  down. 

Beethoven  was  not  as  prolific  a  writer  for  the  violin 
as  he  was  for  the  piano  -  this  la  his  only  violin  concerto. 
The  first  movement  opens  with  an  orchestral  introduction 
in  which  the  main  themes  are  presented  by  the  woodwinds.  In 
the  aongllke  second  movement,  the  soloist  is  acccmpanied 
most  of  the  time  by  muted  strings.  The  third  movement  is 
in  the  foi*m  of  a  rondo  in  which  the  lively  first  subject 
and  the  rather  sentimental  second  subject  are  first  stated 
by  the  solo  violin.

La  Prince  sse  de  Navarre  is  a  coraedie-ballet  presented  at 
Versailles,  February  23,  I745  as  part  of  the  festivities  celebrating 
the  marriage  of  the  Dauphin  to  Marie-Therese,  Infanta  of  Spain.  It 
is  a  typical  court  entertainment  of  the  period,  designed  to  display 
the  talents  of  the  artists  attached  to  the  court.  The  list  of  parti¬ 
cipants  is  a  roster  of  the  most  famous  actors,  singers  and  dancers 
of  the  period. 

The  play  is  a  confused  and  involved  story  of  a  Spanish 
princess  in  disguise,  fleeing  Pedro  el  Cruel,  who  has  taken  refuge 
with  a  countiy  Baron  in  the  Pyrenees  in  Navarre.  She  is  defended 
by  Gaston,  Due  de  Foix,  who  has  fallen  in  love  with  her.  Gaston, 
under  an  assumed  name,  woos  the  princess  by  arranging  and  present¬ 
ing  several  divertissments.  Love  conquers  all,  including  a  feud 
of  long  standing  between  the  families  of  the  prince  sse  and  the  due. 
Voltaire  himself  was  not  too  pleased  with  this  work,  and  it  is  in 
no  way  considered  one  of  his  better  efforts. 

The  music  is  one  of  Rameau*  s  finest  scores. 

The  scene  and  costumes  have  been  adapted  from  an  etching  by 
Nicolas  Cochin  of  the  actual  performance.

“TALENT  IS  EVERYWHERE” 


Dn  Shinichi  Suzuki  has  proven  this  conclusively  by  producing  many 
hu^ndreds  of  violinists  in  Japan  with  his  system  of  “Talent  Education." 
The  moment  a  child  acquires  a  basic  vocabulary  in  his  native  tongue  he  is 
eligible  to  begin,  often  at  the  age  of  two  and  one  half  or  three.  The  mother 
takes  the  lessons  with  the  child,  practices  at  home  with  him  and  plays 
recordings  of  the  pieces.  The  last  is  essential  in  developing  in  the  child  a 
demand  for  beauty  of  tone  and  exact  pitch.  Reading  music  is  not  taught 
until  the  child  has  reached  a  considerable  degree  of  advancement.  Listen^ 
ing,  not  reading,  is  developed  first.  A  series  of  pieces  prepared  by  Dr. 
Suzuki  in  graduated  order  of  difficulty  is  used  wherever  the  method  is 
taught.  This  makes  possible  such  demonstrations  as  we  offer  today  with 
brief  rehearsing. 


The  School  of  Music  of  the  University  of  Louisville,  the  Louisville 
Public  School  System,  and  Brescia  College  demonstrate  today  what  they 
have  done  in  a  very  short  time.  Students  who  have  studied  two  or  four 
years  will  play  first.  Then  the  great  majority  who  have  studied  only  since 
last  September  will  complete  the  ensemble.  The  entire  group  has  not 
played  all  together,  or  in  this  hall,  until  today. 


This  month  the  Junior  League  of  Louisville  has  agreed  to  finance  a  one 
year  pilot  program  of  “Talent  Education”  in  Day-care  Centers  of  the 
Head  Start  Program.  Teacher  aids  will  substitute  there  for  working 
mothers  and  will  be  trained  by  the  School  of  Music.  In  this  way  it  will  be 


possible  to  uncover  talent  and  motivate  children  who  heretofore  have  not 
had  such  an  opportunity.  We  believe  that  Louisville  is  creating  a  unique 
opportunity  for  development  of  the  gifted  child  in  music.  Day-care  Center, 
Kindergarten,  Public  School  Orchestra,  Youth  Orchestra,  and  finally  the 
Louisville  Orchestra.  On  the  other  hand,  for  the  great  majority  who  will 
not  follow  music  as  a  profession,  there  will  be  the  enrichment  that  the  pet' 
formance  of  music  offers,  beginning  at  the  crucial,  pre-school  age.

Suzuki  Method  Instruction  in  the  Louisville  Public  Schools 


Teaching  violin  to  very  young  children  in  public  school  classes  by  the 
Suzuki  method  requires  that  some  adaptations  be  made.  It  is  seldom  possible 
for  mothers  of  many  of  the  children  to  be  available  to  fit  school  class 
schedules.  Those  who  could,  would  be  attending  group  or  class  lessons  and  not 
private  lessons.  Parents  of  some  of  the  children  in  the  Louisville  elementary 
school  groups  participating  have  purchased  violins  for  their  children  but 
many  parents  are  not  able  to  do  so.  Violins  have  been  purchased  through 
Title  I  of  Public  Law  89-10,  with  other  educational  equipment.  The  salary 
of  one  of  the  four  teachers  in  the  school  group  is  paid  from  Title  I  funds. 
Necessary  maintenance  such  as  new  strings,  rehairing  bows,  and  repairing 
cracks  in  these  instruments  also  is  provided  for  in  Title  I  funds.  The  various 
economic  levels  frequently  indicate  similar  cultural  opportunities  or  a  lack 
thereof.  Nevertheless,  talent  is  to  be  found  as  a  gift  of  nature  in  many  of 
the  disadvantaged  children  —  their  inborn  talents  seem  not  to  vary  according 
to  their  levels  of  disadvantage.  It  is  this  fortunate  fact  which  motivates  the 
programs  of  those  of  us  in  the  music  teaching  profession;  for  the  first  time 
we  believe  we  can  develop  musical  gifts  of  children  starting  at  early  ages, 
which  seemed  impossible.  Both  Dean  Whitney  and  Mrs.  Schneider,  with 
whom  we  have  worked  so  co-operatively  find  the  results  produced  by  the 
Suzuki  method  teachers  in  the  Louisville  Public  Schools  Program  to  be  of 
high  quality  comparable  to  the  achievements  of  those  taught  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity  Program.  Truly,  “Talent  Is  Everywhere.”

The  Luneburg  Organ  and  Klavier  Tabulatur  is  a  multi-volume  collection  nt 
manuscript  in  German  keyboard  tabulatur  preserved  in  the  Luneburg  bbrarv  It 
embraces  the  period  of  1630-1670  and  transmits  a  large  section  of  pieces  bv 
composers  influenced  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  Sweelinck-school  (most  of 
whom  are  concealed  under  the  heading,  anonymous).  This  major  source  of 
German  organ  and  Idavier  music  for  tliis  period  is  of  equal  importance  as  the 
English  Fitzwilliam  Virginal  Book  and  the  French  Bauyn  Manuscript. 

All  three  selections  chosen  are  anonymous  and  are  contained  in  volume 
Kn208i.  Beginning  with  a  single  fanfare-line  in  the  key  of  C,  the  Tokkata 
presents  a  stately  dialogue  between  the  two  hands.  Three  variations  are  en¬ 
countered  in  the  Paiiita  on  "Gelobet  seist  du,  Jesu  Christ.”  These  are  based 
on  the  Christmas  hymn  by  Martin  Luther: 

All  praise  to  thee,  O  Jesus  Christ, 

That  a  man  on  earth  thou  liest! 

Born  of  a  maiden,  it  is  true. 

In  this  exults  the  heav'nly  crew, 

Kyxioleis. 

The  Prdambulum  recalls  the  strong  influence  of  the  Sweelinck-school  and  the 
echo-fantasy.  Within  its  structure  little  melodic  motives  flirtatiously  play  be¬ 
tween  the  two  manuals,  mimicking  each  other. 

Thus,  with  these  works  one  observes  the  playing  material  of  the  Protestant 
baroque  for  liturgy  and  church  concert  as  it  was  championed  by  the  Sweelinck- 
school  and  preserved  in  this  important  manuscript. 


Prelude  and  Fugue  in  E  Minor  (S.  548) 

Johann  Sebastian  Bach  (1685-1750) 


Hermann  Keller  describes  the  art  of  J.  _S.  Bach  as  the  expression  of 
baroque  culture,  a  continuation  of  the  preceding  century  and  yet  a  creauve 
adaptation  and  exploration  of  the  characteristic  forms. 


The  Prelude  and  Fugue  in  E  Minor,  composed  during  Bach  s  Leipzig  pm  , 
is  so  great  a  composition  both  externally  and  internally  that  Spitta  has  caiie 
“an  organ  symphony  in  two  movements.”  In  the  Prelude,  ^o  wn  g 
themes  unfold  in  beautiful  tonal  relationships,  showing  great  reste^t  ana 
craftsmanship.  The  Fugue,  on  tiie  other  hand,  abounds  m 
the  boldest,  freest  and  largest  Bach  ever  wrote.  Due  to  mVlmarned 

of  the  subject,  driidng  out  from  the  tonic  on  both  sides,  it  has  teen  ,  , 
“the  Wedge.”  This  driving  sensation  carries  wifi  it  ra  ne^tted 

pulse  which  never  ceases.  In  the  development  section,  this  sub]^  rpmniscent 
to  emerge  only  here  and  there  among  the  sparkUn^  that  Bach 

of  the  G^naj^  Fantasie.  The  recapitulation  of  this  work  is  unusual  m  that  hacn 

used  a  literal  repetition  of  the  exposition.

Concerto  in  B-£Iat  Major,  Op.  4,  No.  6 . Georg  Friedrich  Handel 

(1685-1759) 

Allegro  andante 
Larghetto 
AUegro  moderato 

Known  basically  as  a  composer  of  operas  and  oratorios,  Georg  Friedrich 
Handel  is  held  second  only  to  J.  S.  Bach  in  renorni  as  representative  of  tlie 
late  baroque  period.  Bukofzer  has  considered  Handel  as  a  master  of  national 
styles,  coordinating  them  into  his  own.  His  instrumental  works  are  heavily  in¬ 
debted  to  the  Italian  stj’le.  However,  his  organ  concertos  combine  tlie  German 
predilection  for  the  organ  and  die  Italian  vogue  of  die  concerto  with  the  stj'le 
of  the  French  overture. 

History  reveals  two  purposes  for  these  compositions.  First,  diey  were  to 
provide  relaxation  betiveen  sections  of  an  oratorio;  and,  second,  diey  permitted 
the  virtuoso  to  display  his  abilities.  All  four  sets  of  eoncertos  have  come  to  us 
as  sketches,  written  on  tivo  staves,  since  few  organs  of  the  English  baroque  had 
pedals.  Yet,  reports  of  Handel’s  masterfid  improvisations  from  these  bare  skeletons 
leave  little  doubt  that  there  was  more  to  them  than  appears  on  the  page. 

Concerning  Op.  4,  No.  6,  it  was  first  performed  in  Alexander's  Teast 
between  Acts  I  and  II  as  a  "Concerto  for  Harp,  Lute,  or  Lyrichord”  (1736). 
When  published  in  1738  with  the  others  of  Opus  4,  it  bore  the  instrumentation, 
harpsichord  or  organ.  Thus,  Handel’s  organ  concertos  appear  as  the  only  sat- 
isfactorj'  concerted  music  for  the  organ  of  this  period,  and  ean  truly  be  eon- 
sidered  among  the  finest  gems  in  organ  literature.

Jean  Langlais  (1907- 


) 


lean  Langlais,  one  of  several  great  French  organist-composers  living  today, 
serves  as  organist  at  Ste.  Clotilde  in  Paris,  being  in  the  Ime  of  Cesar  Franck. 
Though  blind,  M.  Langlais  has  many  compositions  to  his  credit,  mamly  tor 
OTgan^and  vocal  idioms.  His  musical  style  favors  modal  melodies,  often  inspired 
by  folk  music  and  Gregorian  patterns. 

The  Piece  in  Free  Form  is  a  monothematic  work,  freely  constructed.  How¬ 
ever,  from  the  standpoint  of  tempi  and  thematic  treataent  its  form  appears  to 
be  ABCBA,  a  well-rounded  structure.  Openmg  with  the  statement  of  the  Acme 
in  the  string  quartet,  the  A  section  is  slow  in  gaining  rnomentum.  As  the  u 
Action  beSns,  a  chiining  element  develops  untU  the  pedal  division  calls  for* 
t^e  theme  at  the  op^nTof  section  C.  When  section  B  returns  the  motion  rfows 
a'^ain,  leading  into  the  methodical,  expressive  and  syncopated  adagio  of  the  A 
section.  This  finally  slows  and  fades  away.

There  are  forty-eight  members  in  Westminster 
Choir,  forty  of  whom  make  the  tour,  in  a  vocal 
balance  of  ten  mixed  quartets.  They  represent 
twenty  states  and  one  Canadian  province.  Eight 
are  sophomores,  eighteen  are  juniors  and  twenty- 
two  are  seniors.  The  group  age-average  is  twenty 
and  one-half  years.  The  Choir  is  auditioned  each 
year  from  the  three  upper  classes  of  Westminster 
Choir  College,  Princeton,  New  Jersey. 

In  the  present  membership,  six  have  held  their 
places  for  three  years,  thirteen  for  two  years  and 
twenty-nine  are  new  this  year.  Thirty-five  mem¬ 
bers  are  voice  majors,  seven  are  organ  majors  and 
six  are  piano  majors.  However,  all  study  both 
voice  and  keyboard  instruments.  Twenty-seven 
are  candidates  for  the  Bachelor  of  Music  Educa¬ 
tion  degree  and  twenty-one  for  the  Bachelor  of 
Music  degree.

Westminster  Choir  is  part  of  a  250-member 
chorus  of  upper  classmen  which  appears  mth 
major  orchestras  in  performance  and  recording. 
In  the  concert  seasons  1964  through  1969  this 
larger  chorus  will  have  sung  twenty  significant 
works  of  fifteen  composers  in  eight  great  audi¬ 
toriums  of  four  eastern  cities  with  ten  major  or¬ 
chestras  under  the  direction  of  thirteen  eminent 
conductors  in  fifty  appearances.  The  current  sea¬ 
son  includes  the  United  States  premiere  of  “The 
Beatitudes”  of  Sir  Arthur  Bliss  ivith  the  com^- 
poser  conducting,  Beethoven’s  “Missa  Solemnis” 
with  Leonard  Bernstein,  and  Orff’s  Carmina 
Burana”  with  Leopold  Stokowski. 

The  touring  Westminster  Choir  in  the  seasons 
1965  through  1969  will  have  sung  130  concerts 
in  thirty-six  states,  the  District  of  Columbia  and 


Ontario,  and  will  have  traveled  30,000  miles.  The 
music  for  these  concerts  will  have  included  nine^ 
ty-four  compositions  of  fifty-eight  composers  re¬ 
presenting  ten  countries  over  a  span  of  500  years' 

George  Lynn,  conductor  of  Westminster 
Choir  since  1965,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Col¬ 
lege.  He  is  the  Music  Director,  Conductor  of  the 
Choirs,  and  Chairman  of  the  Voice  and  Conduct¬ 
ing  Departments.  Widely  known  as  a  composer, 
Lynn  has  been  commissioned  by  many  colleges  to 
write  for  their  choral  groups.  In  March,  Hart- 
wick  College  will  premiere  0  God  of  Earth  and 
Altar  at  Town  Hall,  New  York.  Among  his  com¬ 
positions  are  three  Choral  Symphonies:  No.  1 
(for  mixed  voices  alone)  commissioned  by  Hard¬ 
ing  College;  No.  2  (for  mixed  voices,  percussion 
and  dancers)  commissioned  by  Southwest  Texas 
University;  No.  3  (for  male  voices)  commis¬ 
sioned  by  Dartmouth  College.

Intermission  following  Act  I 


ONCE  UPON  A  TIME  in  the  Orient  there  lived  a  wise  King  whose  goodness 
was  known  far  and  wide.  In  his  possession  was  the  Circle  of  Seven  Suns  which 
revealed  the  secrets  of  Nature  and  could  give  great  powers  over  the  people.  The 
King  knew  that  the  Circle  could  be  used  for  Evil,  but  he  governed  it  with  prudence 
for  the  good  of  his  people.  He  resisted  the  pleas  of  his  wife  who  wanted  him  to 
gain  more  might  and  power  with  the  Circle.  She  was  as  beautiful  as  a  fairy  but 
she  possessed  a  proud  and  cold  heart.  A  daughter,  Pamina,  was  their  only  child 
and  she  loved  her  father  very  dearly.  Once,  on  one  of  the  King’s  lonely  journies 
into  his  realm  he  lost  his  way  in  a  fierce  storm,  and  found  refuge  under  a  mighty 
oak  tree.  Taking  a  piece  of  its  wood,  he  carved  a  beautiful  flute  and  when  he 
blew  the  first  tones  it  led  him  back  to  his  castle,  wife  and  child.  The  gods  had 
given  the  flute  the  power  to  protect  the  one  who  played  it  from  all  evil  and  to 
lead  all  who  heard  it  to  the  Path  of  Good.  Being  deeply  grateful,  the  King  care¬ 
fully  guarded  the  flute. 

On  the  edge  of  the  kingdom,  near  the  Fire  Mountains  lay  a  holy  temple.  In 
it  lived  men  who  sought  Wisdom  to  free  mankind  from  the  darkness  of  super¬ 
stition,  need  and  hate,  and  to  lead  it  to  Love.  Only  the  most  excellent  and  wise 
were  taken  into  the  group,  after  they  underwent  hard  tests  of  steadfasmess,  courage 
and  secrecy.  Under  the  leadership  of  Sarastro  the  wisemen  became  more  powerful 
than  ever  before.  Although  the  king  was  closely  bound  to  the  goals  of  the  wisemen 
he  could  not  be  counted  among  their  numbers.  An  old  law  forbade  admittance  to 
any  member  of  a  ruling  dynasty  since  the  independence  and  effectiveness  of  the 
wisemen  could  perhaps  be  influenced.  However,  the  deep  friendship  of  the  King 
and  Sarastro  served  the  good  of  all  the  people  and  the  whole  kingdom  looked 
upon  them  with  love  and  devotion. 

At  the  time  Pamina  was  born  there  lived  in  a  neighboring  kingdom,  a 
young  Prince,  Tamino.  The  boy  was  educated  at  the  magnificent  court  of  his 
father,  and  soon  excelled  all  of  his  companions  in  skill,  cleverness  and  courage. 
Even  the  wise  king  and  Sarastro  heard  of  his  great  gifts  and  the  King  cherished 
the  hope  that  Tamino  might  one  day  govern  his  realm  since  he  had  no  son. 
Pamina  grew  up  without  knowing  of  Tamino  or  her  father’s  wish  for  he  had  only 
confided  this  to  Sarastro. 

The  day  arrived  when  the  good  king  felt  himself  close  to  death  and  he  called 
for  Sarastro.  All  of  his  treasure,  his  crown  and  the  Magic  Flute  he  willed  to  his 
wife,  but  the  Circle  of  Seven  Suns  he  entrusted  to  Sarastro  for  safekeeping.  And, 
because  he  believed  that  the  queen  would  misuse  her  new  power,  he  also  asked 
Sarastro  to  care  for  Pamina  and  marry  her  to  Tamino  when  the  time  came.  When 
the  King  died,  the  Queen  cursed  him  for  she  learned  that  she  was  denied  the 
precious  Circle. 


Under  the  guidance  of  Sarastro,  Pamina  grew  up  to  be  the  fairest  maiden  of 
the  land.  His  heart  was  bound  to  her  by  a  deep  love  but  he  remembered  the  vow 
which  he  had  given  the  King  and  therefore  Pamina  was  carefully  protected  in  the 
temple.  Only  the  Moor  Monostatos,  a  devoted  servant  of  Sarastro,  secretly  plagued 
her  and  she  often  had  to  defend  herself  from  him.  Her  longing  for  her  home  and 
her  mother  became  stronger  and  stronger.  However,  the  kingdom  lay  subdued  under 
the  capricious  rule  of  the  Queen.  In  her  plotting  to  regain  the  Circle  from  Sarastro, 
the  Queen  allied  herself  with  evil  powers  thus  becoming  known  as  the  "Queen 
of  the  Night”. 

Then,  one  day,  while  hunting,  Tamino  wandered  into  the  Queen’s  kingdom. 
He  had  lost  his  weapons  and  was  defenseless  against  a  pursuing  giant  snake.  The 
Ladies  of  the  Queen  appeared  to  save  him  because  the  Queen  wanted  the  Prince  to 
help  her  regain  the  Circle.  Purposely  she  let  him  see  a  picture  of  her  daughter 
and  he  immediately  desired  to  free  Pamina  and  declare  his  love  to  her.  The  Queen 
completely  won  over  Tamino,  armed  him  for  his  undertaking  with  the  Magic  Flute 
and  gave  him  as  a  companion,  Papageno,  who  lived  near  the  palace  and  caught 
precious  birds  for  her.  But  Sarastro  knew  of  the  Prince’s  undertaking  and  before 
going  out  to  hunt,  ordered  the  First  Priest  of  the  Council  to  greet  Tamino  at  the 
temple  gate  when  he  arrived.  Tamino  still  waited  for  Three  Spirits  who  were  to 
guide  him,  but  Papageno  hurried  on  ahead  by  a  secret  path  and  found  Pamina. 
Happy  and  full  of  love  she  hurried  toward  the  young  prince  who  was  to  free  her. 
Tamino,  in  the  meantime  arrived  at  the  temple  gate.  From  the  wisdom  and  good¬ 
ness  of  the  Speaker,  he  perceived  that  Sarastro  could  not  be  an  evil  sorcerer  and 
realized  that  he  had  been  deceived  by  the  Queen.  The  news  that  Pamina  was  still 
living  rescued  him  out  of  deep  despair  and  for  the  first  time  he  seized  his  flute 
in  order  to  thank  the  gods.  He  then  hurried  to  find  Pamina  but  it  was  the  will 
of  the  gods  that  the  lovers  could  not  be  united  before  Tamino  was  purified  and 
obtained  wisdom.  The  two  met  and  their  hearts  were  bound  in  highest  bliss  but 
Sarastro  had  to  separate  them. 

Meanwhile,  after  many  days  of  waiting,  the  Queen  set  out  to  find  Tamino 
and  charge  him  to  win  the  Circle.  She  was  seized  by  a  terrible  rage  when  Pamina 
told  her  that  Tamino  was  with  the  wisemen  and  gave  her  daughter  a  dagger  to 
kill  Sarastro.  But  Pamina  could  not  do  it.  The  kind  and  good  Sarastro  saved  her 
from  her  dilemma.  Pamina,  like  Tamino,  also  had  to  prove  herself  worthy  of  love. 
When  she  saw  her  beloved  in  the  temple  garden  and  he  did  not  speak  being 
under  the  law  of  silence — she  thought  he  didn’t  love  her.  Like  a  crazed  person 
she  went  into  the  high  mountains  seeking  death.  But  the  Spirits  rescued  her  and 
brought  her  back  to  Tamino. 

The  Prince  had  proven  himself  well  in  the  tests.  However  he  still  had  to 


undergo  the  dangerous  paths  through  fire  and  water.  Pamina  undertook  this  most 
difficult  of  all  tests  with  him.  He  blew  the  flute  and  it  helped  them  to  withstand 
the  danger  of  death.  With  pure  souls  they  conquered  and  were  led  triumphantly 
into  the  temple.  Recognizing  Pagageno’s  good  heart,  even  though  he  had  not 
completed  all  of  the  tests,  the  wisemen  also  gave  him  a  mate.  The  Queen  of  the 
Night  undertook  one  last  onslaught  against  Sarastro.  Led  by  Monostatos,  she 
found  the  hiding  place  of  the  Circle  of  Seven  Suns,  but  its  light  was  so  brilliant 
that  she  and  her  followers  were  blinded  and  fell  into  eternal  darkness. 

And  so,  with  Tamino  began  a  new  era  for  all  mankind. 

ABOUT  THE  ARTISTS 

GENE  BULLARD  (Tamino)  a  native  of  Alabama,  made  his  opera  debut  with  the 
Baltimore  Civic  Opera  as  the  Duke  in  "Rigoletto”.  Engagements  witli  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Lyric  and  New  York  City  Opera  soon  followed.  During  the  1966  season 
of  the  New  York  City  Opera,  he  sang  leading  roles  in  "La  Traviata”  and  the 
"Barber  of  Seville”  as  well  as  the  Magician  in  the  "Consul”  which  the  composer, 
Gian  Carlo  Menottl,  directed.  Louisvillians  may  be  familiar  with  Mr.  Bullard  from 
his  performances  with  the  Cincinnati  Summer  Opera  where  he  sang  Pinkerton  in 
"Butterfly”  and  Narraboth  in  "Salome”  tliis  past  summer.  In  addition  to  his 
operatic  engagements,  he  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  such  orchestras  as  the  New 
York  Philharmonic,  with  Thomas  Schippers  conducting,  and  the  Boston  Symphony. 

BENITA  VALENTE  (Pamina)  After  winning  the  Metropolitan  Opera  audition  in 
1960  with  Pamina’s  aria,  Benita  Valente  was  lauded  as  one  of  the  finest  young 
lyric  sopranos  in  America:  The  Boston  Globe,  "unforgettable,  remarkable,  breath¬ 
taking”;  New  York  Herald  Tribune  and  New  York  Times,  "an  excellent  Pamina 
in  Benita  Valente.”  Miss  Valente  first  came  to  the  attention  of  the  music  world, 
as  soprano-in-residence  at  the  Marlboro  Festival  under  Rudolf  Serkin.  She  sub¬ 
sequently  made  recordings  for  Columbia  Records  with  Mr.  Serkin.  In  1962,  Miss 
Valente  embarked  upon  a  European  career  which  included  operatic  performance 
at  the  Zurich  and  Freibourg  Operas.  Her  recent  appearances  in  the  United  States 
include  performances  with  the  Baltimore  Opera,  and  Dallas  Symphony,  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra  and  the  Cincinnati  Symphony. 

JOAN  VOLEK  (Queen  of  the  Night)  started  her  operatic  career  with  a  Fulbright 
Scholarship  to  Vienna,  and  continued  with  eight  years  of  engagements  at  such 
leading  European  opera  centers  as  Cologne,  Frankfurt,  Bonn  and  Vienna.  Her 
vast  repertoir  encompasses  major  roles  from  classical,  romantic,  as  well  as 
contemporary  operatic  literature.  She  is  well  known  to  Louisville  audiences  for 
her  excellent  portrayals  of  Olympia,  "Tales  of  Hoffman”,  Oscar,  "Masked  Ball” 


and  Susanna,  Marriage  of  Figaro”.  Miss  Volek’s  superb  musicianship  matches 
the  spectacular  arias  of  the  Queen. 

RICHARD  CHAMBERLAIN  (Papageno)  who  is  already  well  known  to  KOA 
audiences,  returns  to  delight  them  once  again  as  Papageno.  When  this  true  actor- 
singer  is  not  performing  himself,  he  devotes  his  time  to  teaching  and  choir  direct¬ 
ing  at  the  Otterbein  College  where  he  is  Chairman  of  die  Fine  Arts  Department. 
ROY  SAMUELSEN  (Sarastro)  Since  his  last  appearance  widi  the  KOA  in  the 
title  role  of  "Boris  Godunov”,  Mr.  Samuelsen  has  added  the  most  ambitious  role 
of  all  bass-baritones,  Hans  Sachs  in  "Meistersinger”  to  his  most  impressive  list 
of  some  42  roles.  Immediately  following  his  engagement  with  the  KOA,  Mr. 
Samuelsen  will  make  his  debut  as  Scarpia  in  "Tosca”  at  New  York’s  City  Center. 
JEAN  CASSADY  (First  Lady)  last  appeared  with  the  KOA  with  a  memorable 
portrayal  of  Donna  Elvira  in  "Don  Giovanni”. 

CHARME  RIESLEY  (Second  Lady)  began  her  busy  career  with  KOA’s  very  first 
opera.  With  die  exception  of  several  years  of  performing  in  New  York  City  and 
in  Italy,  she  has  sung  with  the  KOA  every  season  in  such  diverse  roles  as  Amneris 
in  "Aida”,  Nedda  in  "Pagliacci”  and  Mimi  in  "La  Boheme”. 

MARY  LEE  FARRIS  (Third  Lady)  a  recent  graduate  of  the  University  of  Louis¬ 
ville  School  of  Music  and  1967  winner  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera  Regional  Audi¬ 
tions,  begins  her  third  season  with  the  KOA. 

PATRICIA  WEIHE  (Papagena)  has  charmed  KOA  audiences  in  the  past  as  Adele 
in  "Die  Fledermaus”  and  Cherubino  in  'Marriage  of  Figaro”.  As  Papagena,  she 
is  exactly  the  lovely,  perky  mate  diat  Papageno  is  seeking.  Off  the  operatic  stage. 
Miss  Weihe  divides  her  time  between  teaching  and  television  work. 

LARRY  SCHENCK  (Monostatos,  Priest  &  Man  in  Armor)  who  recently  came  to 
Louisville  to  become  Chairman  of  the  Jefferson  Community  College  Music  De¬ 
partment,  is  a  very  welcome  addition  to  our  artists-in-residence. 

WILLIAM  BUGG  (First  Priest  &  Man  in  Armor)  a  music  student  at  the  Southern 
Bapdst  Theological  Seminary,  makes  his  first  appearance  with  the  KOA.  While 
studying,  he  appeared  in  several  college  opera  productions. 

JENNY  MADDOX  (First  Spirit)  is  a  member  of  the  KOA  Chorus. 

DOUGLAS  SEWARD  (Second  Spirit)  is  a  member  of  the  Christ  Church  Cathedral 
choir. 

MARTHA  LA  FOLLETTE  (Third  Spirit)  sings  with  the  Floyd  Central  High 
School  choir.

Seventh  Sjrophony  shares  the  bright  mood  of  the  Eighth  and  also  of  the  Sixth,  which 

had  been  composed  four  years  earlier,  but  its  rhythmic  force  and  its  symphonic  spadous 
ness  structurally  distinguish  it  from  these.  ympnonic  spacious 

nf  symphony  opens  with  a  long  introduction  —  the  longest  Beethoven  wrote  —  made  up 
tin^r-  ^  contrasted  subjects,  both  presented  by  the  oboe.  The  first  is  dis 

iinguished  by  rapid  scale  passages  in  the  accompaniment,  and  the  second  by  a  very  pro- 
nounced  rhythm  which  is  reproduced  in  repetition  on  a  single  note  (E)  as  a  springboard  for 
e  nrst  mam  theme  —  a  lively,  tripping  melody  featuring  the  same  distinctive  rhythm.  After 
ts  nrst  quiet  presentation  and  subsequent  vigorous  repetition  by  the  full  orchestra,  it  is 
o  owe  by  the  second  main  theme,  which  also  has  the  same  rhythmic  distinction.  After  a 
briet  calming  of  mood  through  a  sudden  change  of  key,  the  original  bright  character  returns. 

e  evelopment  section,  which  is  recognizable  by  beginning  immediately  after  a  pause  of 
■wo  ars,  is  mainly  derived  from  the  first  theme.  A  crescendo  leads  to  the  recapitulation.  The 
CO  a,  ^ter  beginning  with  references  to  the  first  theme,  makes  use  of  a  long  sustained  note  —

e  beautiful  second  movement  of  this  symphony  was  a  success  even  at  its  very  first 
per  ormance,  where  it  was  encored.

A  new  melody  is  later  introduced  with 
accompaniment  in  triplets  and  a  double  accompaniment  of  the  rhythm  of  the  opening  section.

Giuseppi  Verdi 
(1813-1901) 


The  opera,  The  Sicilian  Vespers,  was  commissioned  from  the  already  renowned  Verdi  for  the 
Great  Exhibition  in  Paris  in  1855.  The  opera  was  subsequently  given  three  different  titles 

but  eventually  reverted  to  the  Italian  translation  of  the  original  French _ Les  Vepres' 

Siciliennes,  which  proclaims  the  historical  basis  of  the  drama,  the  Vespers  of  the  opera 
being  the  hour  on  Easter  Monday  in  1282  when  the  people  of  Sicily  rose  in  revolt  against 
their  French  overlords.  Interwoven  with  this  event  are  the  stories  of  love  between  the  Sicilian 
patriots  Elena  and  Arrigo  and  the  dramatic  relationship  between  Arrigo  and  the  Governor 
of  the  French  occupation  forces,  who  in  the  course  of  the  opera,  turns  out  to  be  Arrigo’s 
father. 

The  powerful  overture  uses  music  from  the  opera.  After  a  slow  introduction,  ominously 
depicting  the  Sicilians,  restless  under  their  French  masters,  an  allegro  section  presents  the 
rebellious  theme  of  the  final  massacre.  Thereafter  follow  an  attractive  melody  from  a  se¬ 
quence  covering  a  leave-taking  between  Elena  and  Procida  and  a  predominant  broad  melody 
from  the  duet  between  the  young  Arrigo  and  his  enemy  the  French  Governor  after  they 
have  learned  from  a  letter  from  Arrigo’s  dying  mother,  that  he  is  the  Governor’s  illegitimate 
son.  The  overture  ends  in  heroic  climax.

Sergi  Rachmaninoff 
(1873-1943)

^  this  day  of  specialization  it  is  rare  indeed  to  find  a  musician  who  achieves,  as  Rachmaninoff 
did,  equal  eminence  as  a  composer,  conductor  and  a  virtuoso  pianist.  It  is  probably  only 
natural  that  his  creative  output,  though  not  large  (the  opus  numbers  do  not  reach  50),  was 
evoted  principally  to  works  for  his  own  instrument,  including  four  piano  concertos.  The 
Mond  has  become  particularly  popular;  now  that  it  has  achieved  this  status,  it  is  time  the 
other  three  be  heard  more  frequently. 

•  Rachmaninoff’s  musical  gifts  had  reached  the  United  States.  He  was 

invite  to  give  twenty  concerts  during  the  1909-10  season  in  which  he  would  appear  in  the 
dual  role  of  pianist  and  conductor.  It  was  for  this  tour  that  the  Concerto  No.  3  in  D  minor 
J^r  lano  and  Orchestra  was  composed.  The  first  performance  was  given  in  New  York  on 
ovem  er  by  the  old  New  York  Symphony  Orchestra,  Walter  Damrosch  conducting.  A 
second  performance  was  given  with  Gustav  Mahler  conducting  the  New  York  Philharmonic 
ociety^  wit  achmaninoff  again  as  soloist.

avenged  herself  by  abducting  the  child,  and  was  thought  to  have  burned  him 
at  the  same  stake  where  her  mother  perished. 

Scene  ^  In  the  garden  of  the  same  castle,  Leonora  tells  her  companion,  Inez 
of  her'iove  for  the  troubadour.  She  presently  awaits  Manrico,  but  di  Luna 
enters  the  garden  before  him  and  the  ensuing  confrontation  with  his 

results  in  a  duel.

Here  the  soldiers  capture  Azucena  and  tor- 
nire  her  into  the  admission  that  Manrico  is  her  son. 

Scene  2,  Within  the  Castle,  Manrico  and  Leonora  prepare  for  their  wedding, 
but  their  plans  are  rudely  shattered  by  the  news  that  Azucena  has  been  captured.' 
The  horrified  Manrico  vows  vengeance. 

ACT  IV.  Scene  1,  Ruiz  brings  Leonora  to  the  courtyard  of  the  Aliaferra 
Palace,  in  whose  dungeon  Manrico  has  been  confined  by  the  Count  after  having 
been  captured  by  di  Luna’s  men.  She  expresses  her  undying  love  for  Manrico. 
With  the  solemn  Miserere  for  the  dead,  the  despairing  Leonora  hears  the  voice 
of  her  lover.  She  decides  to  purchase  his  freedom  by  yielding  to  the  Count,  and 
rejoices  at  di  Luna’s  acquiescence. 

Scene  2,  In  their  dismal  cell,  Manrico  and  Azucena  talk  of  the  happy  freedom 
of  the  mountains.  Their  dream  is  cut  short  by  the  entrance  of  Leonora  who  an¬ 
nounces  her  lover’s  pardon  but  succumbs  to  the  poison  she  has  taken  to  escape 
the  Count.  At  di  Luna’s  command,  Manrico  is  taken  to  the  stake.  Azucena 
is  avenged:  as  the  curtain  falls,  she  tells  the  Count  that  he  has  executed  his  own 
brother.

Written  for  Christmas  Day. 

Chorus:  (Translation)  We  praise  Thee,  our  Saviour,  that  as  man  Thou  earnest;  born  of 
a  Virgin,  that  is  true,  the  host  of  angels  all  rejoices.  Lord,  have  mercy. 

Recitative,  Chorale,  soprano:  “In  might  and  majesty  sublime,  the  image  of  God  has 
chosen  a  fitting  dwelling  place  at  the  appointed  time.” 

Chorale:  “Child  of  the  eternal  Father,  born  of  eternal  light,  we  now  find  in  a 
manger  crib.” 

Rec:  “0  mankind,  behold  what  the  power  of  love  has  done.” 

Chorale:  “In  our  poor  flesh  and  blood  we  see  disguised  eternal  goodness.”

Aria,  Tenor:  “God,  to  whom  earth  is  so  small,  whom  neither  heaven  nor  earth  can  con¬ 
tain,  chooses  a  narrow  manger  crib.  The  eternal  light  comes  to  us,  and  as  children 
of  this  light,  God  will  not  despise  us.” 

Recitative,  Bass:  “0  Christendom!  Prepare  to  greet  your  creator!  The  Son  of  God 
comes  as  a  guest  to  you.  Ah.  let  your  heart  be  stirred  by  such  love;  He  comes  to 
lead  you  through  this  vale  of  misery  to  His  throne.” 

Duet,  Soprano,  Alto:  “The  poverty  which  our  Lord  chose  has  given  us  an  eternal  salva¬ 
tion,  an  abundance  of  the  treasures  of  heaven.  His  human  form  compares  us  to 
the  splendor  of  the  angels;  we  join  the  angel  choir.” 

Chorale;  “This  all  He  did  for  us  to  show  us  His  great  love.  All  Christendom  rejoices 
in  thankfulness  eternally.  Lord  have  mercy.”

PROGRAM  NOTES 


Cantata  91,  “Gelobet  seist  du,  Jesu  Christ”  .  Johann  Seb.  Bach 

This  cantata  belongs  to  the  chorale  cantata  category.  Each  movement  of  the  can¬ 
tata  is  based  on  a  stanza  of  the  chorale,  “Gelobet  seist  du,  Jesu  Christ,”  written  by 
Martin  Luther.  Bach  wrote  the  cantata  for  the  first  day  of  the  three-day  Christmas 
celebration  in  1724.  Particularly  notable  is  the  rhythmic  treatment  of  the  unison  strings 
in  the  fifth  movement,  where  the  strings  symbolize  “the  celestial  majesty  of  Jesus, 
while  the  voices  tell  us  of  the  ‘human  form’  that  makes  us  equal  to  the  angels.” — 
Albert  Schweitzer.  The  closing  chorus,  simply  written  in  four  parts  takes  on  a  festive 
air  due  to  the  addition  of  horns  and  timpani. 


Gloria  .  Antonio  Vivaldi 

No  definite  date  can  be  ascribed  to  this  work,  for  Vivaldi  did  not  date  his  com¬ 
positions,  and  so  little  is  known  of  his  life  that  no  precise  chronology  of  his  works 
has  yet  been  published.  The  year  1725  has  been  suggested  by  one  Vivaldi  expert,  which 
would  make  the  composer  about  fifty  when  he  wrote  the  Gloria. 

For  nearly  two  hundred  years  the  Gloria  lay  in  the  Biblioteca  Nazionale  in  Turin, 
unknown  and  unperformed.  The  Italian  composer  Alfred  Casella  rediscovered  it  and 
gave  it  its  first  performance  in  modern  times  on  September  20,  1939.  Since  that 
time  it  has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  works  of  the  Baroque  period  for  chorus  and 
orchestra. 


Cantata  110,  “Unser  Mund  sei  voll  Lachens”  .  Johann  Seb.  Bach 

Bach,  in  the  words  of  Albert  Schweitzer,  “did  not  hesitate  to  transfer  movements 
from  his  overtures  and  concertos  into  his  cantatas  .  .  .  He  made  the  splendid  chorus 
of  the  Christmas  cantata,  Unser  Mund  sei  voll  Lachens,  by  simply  adding  vocal  parts 
to  the  allegro  of  the  second  overture  in  D  major.  One  would  almost  suppose  he  had 
written  the  overture  and  the  cantata  together;  the  allegro  theme  of  the  overtuM  is 
so  characteristic  a  musical  representation  of  laughter  that  it  seems  to  have  been 
prompted  by  the  text  of  the  cantata.”

Chorus:  (Translation)  “Then  was  our  mouth  filled  with  laughter  and  our  tongue  with 
singing;  then  said  they  among  the  heathen,  the  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for 
them.” 

Aria,  Tenor:  “Let  your  thoughts  and  senses  soar  upward  to  heaven.  Think  on  all  that 
God  has  done.  He  was  once  a  child  and  we  must  now  His  loving  children  be.” 

Redtaiive,  Bass:  “Forasmuch  as  there  is  none  like  unto  Thee,  0  Lord,  Thou  art  great, 
and  Thy  name  is  great  in  might.” 

Aria,  Alto:  “Oh  Lord,  what  is  man,  that  Thou  shouldst  value  his  salvation?  A  worm, 
which  you  curse,  if  Hell  and  Satan  are  around  it.” 

Duet,  Tenor  and  Soprano:  “Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will 
toward  men.” 

Aria,  Bass:  “Awake,  and  sing  songs  of  joy!  Strike  the  strings,  rejoice  heart  and  soul 
and  sound  His  praise  in  deep  devotion.” 

Chorale:  “Alleluia!  Alleluia!  Give  praise  to  God  in  song  from  the  depths  of  our  hearts! 
For  God  today  has  brought  such  joy  that  our  devotion  ever  increases.
